assignoe will, (Cries of ‘‘ Oh, yes you will.”) 
A lease, I say, I believe wi) as long as 
that which terminated in our defeat in 1873, 
(Cheers ) In 1854, gentlemen, when that 
reat jauction took place, upon which the 
uture prosperity of Canada at that time de- 
pended—when the junction took place be- 
tween the Conservative party and the “Balt. 
win Reformers of Untario—when that jtne- 
tion took place between thosc from Ontario 
and the Conservatives from Lower Canada— 
then the future prosperity of Canada was pe- 
cured. (Applause.) Then commenced an 
era of nnbroken prosperity and of certainly 
almost unbroken political prosperity,—(ap- 
plaui nd although we bad our ups and 
downs, although our commercial men had 
their trials and difficulties, although we occa- 
sionally had a bad crop and a grumbling farm- 
er, yet, from 1854 to 1867, when the Domin- 
joa was formed, Canada advanced from being 
little more than a Crown Colony to being the 
heginniog of great nation—(loud cheers.) 
At this point Mr, Tasse, on behalf of the 
audience at the lower end of the room, re- 
quested that the speaker should come down 
to the centro of the ba)] ro that all could have 
an opportunity of hearing him. Sir John at 
once complied and haying mounted a table 
near the middle of the room, he continued. 


_I was recalling to the attention of this au- 
dience some reasons why the Conservative 
party under those who acted with me in 1854 
reigned ro long. With the intervention of 
twenty months only when John Sandfiel 
Government waa formed, and the three d: 
under Hon Soones Brown, I was a member 
of the various servative and Coalition 
Governments that existed ; and Canada, the 
old Proyince of Canada, rose rapidly ond 
steadily from the position of being little more 
than a Crown Colony to being a great nation. 
This was mainly due to the Conservative par- 
ty, and to their Governments in which I was, 
if pot the leader, at least a somewhat promi- 
nent member. (Cheera.) Ws often hear our- 
selves disparagod. We read of our shortcom- 
ings; we read and hear trom our opponents 
that we were unworshy of our position; but 
Jask those who know anything about the 
history of this country to look at the statute 
hooks since 1854 Everything in the way of 
legislation, everything in the way of adminis- 
tration of any consequence, was passed undor 
the Gov.rnments of which I was a member. 
(Applause.) We commenced our career by 
Wiping out that great source of strife and con- 
tention which caused the rebellion of 1837, 
by sottling the clergy reserves. We restored 
peace and concord to Lower Canada by wipin, 
out the feudal rights of the seigniors. We 
enlarged the bounds of our educational sys- 
tem, and satisfied the irritated and indignant 
feelings of our Catholic brethren by giying 
them fair play at the hands of a deotledly 
Protestant majority. No matter what subject 
you may touch, whether in making up the 
institutions or in developing our national 
resources, in all matters ting to trade 
and commerce, legislation and administra- 
tion, measures of the utmost importance were 


been the leader of the Conservative party. 
It seems fated that the Tory principle thould 
be triumphant, both in Canada and England. 
Look at the Earl of Beaconsfieid. (Cheers.) 
Why, we shall soon haye an Earl of Ottawa, 
and he Sir John Macdonald. (Cheers) 


The toast was received with great enthusi- 
asm, the vast assembly rising and cheering 
again and again. The band played “ Hail to 
the Chief,” and Captain McOunig gave a song. 

Sir JouN MAcpoNALD, on rising to respond, 
was received with renewed expressions of en- 
thusiasm. After the cheers had subsided he 
said :—Mr. Chairman and jae can 
scarcely hope that my feeble voice will reach 
the ears of all this vast audience that has as- 
sembled here to do honor to my colleagues 
and myself ; but just as my voice is too feeble 
to be heard, so my language would be alto- 
gether, if I were heard, inadequate to express 
the deep feelings of gratitude and gratifica- 
tion and of eatisfaction and pride with which 
my colleagues and myself receive this grand 
ovation, (Cheers.) Ihave, Mr, Chairman, 
a peculiar pleasure—an individual pleasure— 
a pleasure personal to myself, and almost 
apart from that of others in this magnificent 
demonstration. (Cheers.) I cannot forget 
that in the same month of November six years 
ago, the Government of which I was the 
head, was forced from its position, but we 
wrapped ourselves in our mantle and fell, I 
hope with dignity, certainly without a mur- 
mur. We accepted the verdict of the then 
feeling of the country ; and those who were 
politically opposed to us, and who, 1 am sorry 
to say, carry political opposition into persov- 
al enmity, then declared’ that when I fell, I 
{ell Jike Lucifer, never to rise again. Aye, 
but when my colleagues foll with me, we did 
not fall alone, (Cheers,) Thank God we had 
friends in this country, and we had friends 

in this city, and these are around me now. 
(Cheorr.) You are no fair-weather friends. 
(Cheers.) You said :— 

“Lot others hail the rising sun, 

We bow to him whose course is run.” 
Renewed cheers.) When we retired, the

knowing that I had been made the scapo-goat 
‘and bad boen the target for all their shafts,

the object of so much obloquy. When 1 told 
them this, they laughed me to scorn, and 
when I summongd thom the noxt day in 
solemn convocation to choore a now leader, 
not ono man camo ; they said they would not 
como and would not listen to tho suggestion. 
(Choors.) ‘This demonstration from within 
was followed by a more magnificent ono from 
without, for when wo wero ran out of the 
political category, when ovr hopes for posi- 
tion scemed desperate, then the Con- 
servativen of this city rallied round us and at 
a gathoring almost as large as this, for it was 
not confined to Ottawa mon, told us to he of 
ood cheor ; thoy said tho temporary fooling 
which had been raised against us by the 
diabolical treachory that had been exercised 
against us had passod away and that the time 
of rotribation had come.

We carried on our meas- 
ures in the face of factions Opposition. I, sir, 
ama party man. I believe in party; 1 be- 
lieve in the necessity under British institu- 
tions of having an Oppositicn as much as in 
having a Government. All Governments re- 
quire to be watched—(Hear, hear, and laugh- 
ter)—require to be criticised, and I, on behalf 
of the present Government ask for the most 
thorough investigation and criticism into our 
conduct, £0 that it be only candid and honest 
investigation. (Great applause.) We fear no 
criticiem of or examipation into our acts; but 
there are some who insinuate what they daro 
not assert, who by arumor, a shrug of the 
shoulders, start a story which they dare not 
put forward directly. They know the punish- 
ment given toll liars, (Hear, hear.) But, sir, 
at lost a great crisis arose in the old Province 
of Canada. Thanks tothe bigoted views of 
Hon. George Brown—(Hear, hear, and Jaugh- 
ter)—thanks to the intense bigotry that led 
him to consider Frenchmen and Catholics as 
not British subjects, as not his equals before 
the law; thanks to the insults and obliquy 
heaped upon the people of Lower Canada, up- 
on their institations, their religion, and upon 
their race and language, the two Provinces 
were drawn up in almost hostile array one 
against the other, This had to be allayed, 
otherwise we should have had anarchy 
and bloodshed.

forced into the furnace by tho air-blants which

BRILLIANT SPEECH BY SIR JOHN 
A. MACDONALD, 


CONTINUED. 


In consequence of tho deficit, Mr. Cart. 
wright— I beg his pardon, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright—went fo Eogland. Let me hore say 
in regard to titles, that uo man living in ao 
monarchy and acknowledging the Queen os 
the source and fountain of honor, can despise 
tho marks of honor that are conferred by ber 
Majesty, « (Cheers.) Iam proud of the hon- 
ors I have received, and my colloaguos are al- 
so’proud of them, but Mr. Mackenzie, the 
leader of the Opposition, declared that he 
would accept no titles, and he did not, 
(Laughter) He threw them, as you would 
threw a bone to a hungry dog, to that rene- 
gade Tory, Sir Richard Cartwright. (Laugh- 
ter.) Noblue-blooded Grit could take an 
honor, but they thought it could be handed 
only to that other gentlman as a kind of nop. 
Well, Mr, Cartwright, having managed to 
get a deficit, had to go and borrow money, 
and you will know how successful he was in 
England. He went to the Mother Country 
and showed the silver side of the shield, 
When in England he stated that the debt of 
Canada, and he told the truth, had been 
incurred for public works snd not for war 
oxpenditures ; but when the hon, gentleman 
retarned he declared the late Government 
had squandered the revenues of the country. 
When charged with ithere, he declared he 
did not wish to carry stinking fish to market. 
and so he turned the silver side of the shield 
to English capitalists and he reserved the 
brazen side for us. When he made that 
statement in Parliament he certainly did 
something brazen, Gentlemen, when he said 
he did not do it because he disliked to cry 
stinking fish, he forgot that by the law of the 
land in England as well as in Canada, a man 
who offers stinking fish is liable to be sent to 
the treadmill. (Cheers.) Tho late Govern- 
ment did something clee, They altered the 
railway policy. What was our policy? It 
was that beshould build the Pacific railway 
by means of a company by the use of a moder- 
ate sum of money and the assistance of a 
liberal grant of land ; and we at the same 
timo pledged ourselves to build the road in 
such manner as not to increase the burthensof 
the people in the older Provinces, Yes; but 
thoy say ‘* you pledged yourselves to have it 
built intenyears.” Certainly ten years was fix- 
edas the time by the delegates from British 
Columbia and Canada; so that if it were 
possible it should be built, but it was not 
the essence of the contract, So much is that 
the case that although eight of the ten years 
have expired, the people of British Columbia 
did not complain, They are not unreasonable, 
and they know that if we had remained in 
power during the last five years we wonld 
have carried out honestly and sincerely our 
engagement to tho best of our power. Mar! 
the difference between the confidence of the 
people of British Columbia in us and their 
confidence in our predecessors. Now they 
are quite willing to receive at our hands as- 
snrances which they look on with distrust 
and suspicion when coming from the late Ad- 
ministration, The Legislature there passed 
a.solemn resolution,and sent an addrees to hor 
Majesty praying for the right to secede from 
Canada, because of the treatment they had 
received from the late Government, but the 
moment we came into power again, that mo- 
ment I assumed my old position, the people 
there knew that my colleagues and myselt 
would carry ont honestly and faithfully what 
wepromised. (Loud cheers) We hear no 
longer talk of secess on. (Applause.) And, 
gentlemen, on tho 17th September, 1878, 
whon I was dofeated in my own constituency 
of Kingston, all I had todo was to send a 
telegram to friends of mine in Victoria saying, 
"1 haye lost my eeat in Kingston, will you 
give mo a seat in British Columbia?” and my 
auswer was my election without address, 
letter or correspondence on the subject. 
(Loud cheers.) The people of British Col- 
umbia trusted to the power and to the hon- 
es'y of my colleagues. Gentlemen, they shall 
not find that that confidence has been mis- 
placed. (Loud cheers.) Now let me say one 
or two other things with reference to the late 
‘ overament, They appointed a Lieutenant 

Governor in the North-West, and that gen- 
tleman, when he got there, was the highest 
in the land—(laughter) for ho was six feet 
four. (Renewed laughter.) There are no 
pearls but a few Hudson Bay agent» and o 
‘ew Indians up there, and what was the use 
of sending a Governor up there when there 
was noone to govern? (Laughter.) What 
was tho use of sending a gentleman 
up there to regulate the buffalo and the 
coyotes? (Loud laughter.) But Mr, Laird 
had to be got rid of, and there he is. Thoy 
thought, however, that they would give him 
something to do for his money, 89 they gave 
him $1,000 more to be Indian Commissioner. 
But the moment the omniscient Mr, Mills, 
the man who knows everything and ‘a little 
more—(loud Jaugher)—deolared that ho could 
govern the Indians of that great country from 
Ottawa, Mr. Laird in disgust threw up his 
commission, and now he is not doing anything. 
I do not blame him for throwing up bis Fitua- 
tion as Commissioner, for he had no control, 
and it was infra dig. for a represontative of 
the Governor-General to act in that capacity. 
Gentlemen, ono measure moro they passed, 
and I am grateful to them for it, because to 
that measure in a great degreo we owe our 
present enormous zai rity. (Cheors.) That 
is tho measure proyiding voting by ballot.

Says the Ottawa Citizen:—‘‘Sir John 
Macdonald’s announcement that in a few 
days he hopes to be able to tull of new and 
more favorable relations with Brazil and 
with France and Spain, is one that will be 
received with great interest by the country 
atlarge. lt isan ospecially interesting 
subject with the people of the Eastorn 
Provinces, because their shipping interests 
are so groat, and because they will be the 
chief factors in the new traflic; but as the 
West is the great producing region, the 
nows is also most interesting in this quar- 
ter.

A. T. Galt at tho Ottawa 
banquet, fully ombodios the fooling of the 
people of this country generally on the 
subject of our tariff relations with othor 
countries: —‘'It was idle to think of throw- 
ing opon our markets to othor countrios, 
whione markets aro not thrown open to us, 
and from his own recont observations in 
England he wan certain that even there a 
great change is coming over public opinion 
on that question. Ho did not care for 
abstract notions of political economy, so 
far as that subjoct was .concorned. As a 
practical man, who had all his life watchod 
the trado and commerce of this country, ho 
said that if wo pormit tho products of 


fireside like those from which he- has re- 
ceived warmth, no recollections come to 
him so vivid and green as those which cling 
to those of his birth placo, his heart beats 
to the memory of things left behind. He 
thinks in sadaoss of the days gone by and 
their pleasant memories, but a hungering,a 
clinging desire came over his soul, an im- 
passioned yearning made itself manifest to 
see the old home, the home of his youth 
and carly associations ayain. Tho desire 
to see the dear old familiar spots hallow- 
ed by ancient recollections, to see how his 
old friends are, to speak to them of the 
land of his birth, of his home, is the gov- 
erning power with him and it is these which 
cause him to visit the scenes of his child- 
hood. ‘That is indeed patriotism and that 
isa principle, and if resolves itself into 
benoficence in its results, which the word 
of God endorses, Patriotism was oven ex- 
emplitied in the Scripture, for had not the 
prophet said ‘ [f I forget theo, oh Jerusa- 
lem, &c."" Patriotism was a genuine love 
vf country, a recollection of happy associa- 
tions of bygone times; it revived thoughts 
of our fatbers and old friends and by it we 
are made what we are, and these are some 
of the blossings we received by it. There 
are, however, excoptions where men under 
the guise of patriotism have committed acts 
of depredation and lawlessness, It is fool- 
sh, howeyer, fora man not to love his 
country, though his cause may be made a 
bad one by a bad or thoughtless exhibition 
of one of the same nativity, Boys born 
in Canada had gone away from it to 
fight the hard “struggle of life and to 
bo governed by its succosses and reverses, 
but yet they had returned t> 
their homes as full of love for them as 
they had been in earlier years. Patriotism 
harmonizes the mind and makes a man lib- 
eral and he then respects in others what he 
respects in himself. Patriotism and pure 
nationalism are different; the latter sees no 
evil within its pale and no good outside;the 
former is inspired by love of homo and 
rejoices in its welfare and blessings. It 
cannot be forgotten that though Scotland 
is small in size it has yet made its mark in 
the history of the world and that when its 
people were engaged in battlo in a righteous 
cause, their hopes of success did not de- 
pend on numbers. ‘Uhe history of tho 
struggle of Scotchmen for nationality was 
recorded and though it was thought sub- 
jection was to be its fate, still the peoplo 
never lost heart, thoy were true to their 
aim—independence —- for the bone and 
sinow of the country was incorruptible and 
their love for their old land was too dear to 
bo bought. They persevered in their en- 
deavors and the result was the invaders 
wero driven from Scottish soil and then 
over all the land the flag of Scotland float- 
ed. That was the emblem of Scotland's 
freedom, that was the bequest of our fore- 
fathors, for they hated oppression, tyranny 
and injustice. They were loyal to their coun- 
try and were true to Scotland whon she was 
arrayed against horself. They wore faithful 
to their loved king ;Jmon followed him who 
could have made a fortune out of his lifo, 
but they gave up, all for his cause.

Over the Great Plains. 
Provesson Micouw's Lecrone. 


(Krom the Winnipeg Tribune, Nov. 21.) 
CONTINUED, 


Tn tho morning,, Matheson and I havin 
decided to go to Battleford, about 100 miles 


which you will seo marked as the 
Plain in your map, My assistant wont 
‘straight across it from east to west. I 
started diagonall ythrough to Eagle Hills 
and Bad Hills, When we came to Spirit 
Lake or Dovil’s Lake, we were told by the 
Indians that we could not pass through the 
hills, Wo said we would. We were do- 
termined, stecring our course by the com- 
pass, to keep north, 40 dogrees west. 
Though it took ug four days, we reached 
our destination all right ; and, as ono re- 
sult of our venture were ablo to ascertain 


reat 


that the Eagle Hills, Bear Hills and Bad 
Hills contain much good land, but are not 
wooded. When Matheson, and I turned 
from Battleford, we weut 260 miles west 
over the Great Plain, which we found to 
be a woodless tract, not aspot of which 
but was covered with excellont grass. For 
the first 50 miles from Battleford, the land 
undulated gently. Then we came toa 
plain which was void of water. And then 
for six days we were going up and down 
until we came to the salt lakes. Between 
the hills through which we passed, on the 
outer and inner slopes, we were enabled to 
obtain good water, Leaving the Great 
Plain, my course led across Red River and 
thence to Bow River—the distance be- 
tween the two beingabout 40 miles. Red 
Deer River has aclose resemblance to the 
great rivers of the Central American desert. 
Lying 600 feet blow the prarie level, from

its steep banks crop out great masses of 
sand-stone and blue clay, easily acted on 
by the weather, and turned into all sorts of 
fantastica shapes. Standing on the bank, 
you can observe how the river has hollow- 
ed out its bed during a long period of time 
—the different strata being plainly discer- 
nible one above the other. Here, almost 
the highest layer inthe lot, we founda 
good specimen of lignite. I use the term, 
I may explain, toindicaie the coal forma- 
tion, ot the cretaceous period, and think it 
very possible it may be found quite as good 
as the bituminous coal so much in use. We 
found the tract between Red Deer and Bow 
Rivers very desirable land, but without wood. 
When we came to the Blackfoot crossing 
and were entering their camp, I may men- 
tion that you here supposed we were dead, 
You had the rumor before that we were all 
killed, But, let mo tell you, these poor 
Indians had no idea of killing anything but 
gophers or badgers. And here let me dis- 
abuse your minds of the idea that thero is 
great danger to be apprehended from the 
Blackfeet, Sarcees and Stonies. Any one 
who says there is this danger, says what is 
not true. About the 24th of August we 
went into the Blackfoot camp, cooked sup- 
per, and left our stuff in the carts, paying 
no attention to it, knowing the Indians to 
be honest. We had no need to guard our 
property till we came where white men 
were. (Laughter.) In the morning, Big 
Crowfoot, the chief, came to us with an in- 
terpretor, and, sitting at the door of the 
tent, the old man pointed out a Sarcee, 
saying “ That man has two children dying 
of starvation.” Again he pointed to ano- 
ther with two children starving, and yet 
again he indicated whero another was lying 
dead from the same cause, Not a mouth- 
fal of food of any description was in the 
Blackfoot and Sarcee camp! And yet they 
neither begged nor stole from us on our 
arrival, and our provisions and stuff lying 
loose, was as safe asif locked up under 
bolts and bars. (Applause.) Now I would 
wish to ask this audience, can there be any 
reasonable ground for fear in regard to our 
future dealings with Indians who could lie 
down and die of starvation sooner than 
touch that which belonged to others with- 
out their consent. (Applause.) Let me add 
to this, that Mr, French, who has a farm at 
the crossing here, had four acres of vegeta- 
bles growing, unwatched, and had not lost 
aquartor of an acre. These poor Indians, 
leaving them unmolested, had traversed the 
whole country, digging up the wild tarnips 
and gathering berries and poplar bark for 
fuel. Not a berry bush in the country but 
had its berries taken off ; hardly a poplar 
could be seen that was not scraped to ap- 
peaso the cravings of hunger ! So pitiful 
was their condition that some.of the women 
actually came to the camp to ask permis- 
sionto lick the plates! Of course they 
got them—every particle of greaso was 
licked off, and then they were washed and 
returned. What couldI do? Leaid to 
the interpreter—Tell the chief that alter 
dinner I will give him every pound of eat- 
ables we have with us except what we need 
to take us to Calgarry. oe got all wo 
could possible spare him, and you may be 
sure, was well pleased. (Applause.) Soon 
afterwards, while I was on the bank, tak- 
ing the width of the river, a half-naked) 
Indian came riding along at break-neck 
speed ; and, without a word passing that I 
could hear, nearly every man, women and 
ceild in that camp started to run like mad. 
The fact was that they had heard the 
buffalo were coming, and this caused a 
general scumper. (Laughter.) Four out of 
six buffalo seen wore killed, and tho Black- 
fect wero saved, independently of Govern- 
ment supplies. (Ap) pe God saved 
these Indians. You toll mo that these mon 
will riso and that they aro a menace to not- 
tlement | Never—if you only treat them 
an men—not dogs. (Applause.) In last 
Friday's weokly Globe I observe a petition 
from certain so-called stock-mon of tho 
North-West, sotting forth that 400 of thoir 
cattlo had been killed by the Indians dur- 
ing tho past soason, and praying reliof, 
Now lot mo tell you, the allegation in that 
potition is an infamous faloohood. Throo of 
the mon whose names are thoro appended 
told mo that they loat no cattle. (Applause. ) 
I was thore fifteon days before the dato of 
the potition, and that is w hat they told 


mo. Ono of our party, now in tho hall, 
who was with theso mon five days bofore 
the date of their petition, can bear mo out 
by «similar statement. Indeed it is very 
doubtful if one of those petitioners ever 


had any cattle to lone. Why did they take 
this action? On the principle that somo 
people act on when thoy Kot up & charter, 
[tin for soand-so they say, and for 
othor purposes.” Tho men getting it Up 
know ripht well whatthe “othor purposes 
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plunder, Having expreased the h 

the tactics of the American Indian. rere 
would not prevail in this land, the Pro- 
fessor continued :—In the Free Press to- 
night there aro two articles—one from the 
correspondent Of a Chicago paper, stating 
that thero was extrome danger in tho 
North-West from Indians—and anothor 
from a Benton journal stating that the 
North Peigans hud found a lot of cattle 
and had notified Col. McLeod of the fact. 
The cattle that the owners dare not, or 
would uot look for, would thus be handed 
over to them. (Applause.) Tho one news. 
item answored the other. It has boon said 
again that Princo Albert and the nettle- 
ments in tho interior are in danger from 
the Sioux. 1 have something to say about 

them also, forI met these Sioux on the 

21st of October between Humboldt and 

the South Branch. What tactics had I to 

use to get along with these dreadful red” 
men! Sandford Fleming told me what to 

do long ago—take a little tobacco with 

you, ho said. (Laughtér.) Idid so, and 

when we met these Indians woe gave each 

of them a plog. It was black stuff—not 
the very best, I think. (Laughter.) The 
Indians sat down wherover they could do 
so handiest—each man filled his pipe—had 
4 decent smoke—and thenit took wonderful- 


ly little vitaals to feed thom. (Laughter.) © 


The Professor got on a side-track hero 
again, to desant on the manliness, noble 
bearing and fine physique of the Blackfeet 
and the Sioux as contrasted with other red. 
men and white mon too. Ono of these 
heroes, the Professor said, measured six 
fect four in his stockings. The mention of — 
stockings brought down the house in a 
hearty burst of laughter. At Prince Al- 
bert one of the Sioux had repeatedly ht 
work, being desirous to earn his living like 
awhite man. And Governor Laird had 
spoken to the Professor of another, Little 
Drum, who bad asked for work in order to 
be able to buy his own food; but there was 
none to be had. It is, continued tho leoe 
turer, a great mistake to suppose that an 
Indian won't work. Generally » ing he 
will work whenever he can get it. When 
buffalo are plentiful as they wero at Cal- 
garry three years since, and when a hunt- 
er can got half a dozen fino fat cowsin a 
day—he has no necessity for other work. 
Would any of you work if you had such a 
feast as that before you all the time? 
(Laughter.) The Bow river country” has 
neyer been sung yet. It will one day, 
though, for I assure you that it would be 
difficult to do justice to the beauty of the 
river scenery all through the valley. Stand 
on one of the heights and see the river on 
its shining course meandering through tho 
valley with eyery point wooded, and you 
will see a charming bit of scenery, which 
is reproduced gll along its length to the 
Blackfoot crossing for forty miles up the 
river. Fort Calgary, though 
by tho maps in the mountains, is in 
reality fifty miles from their base. Itis in 
the valley of this river, and looking from 
the highest point here, for many miles, aa 
for as you can soe you may observe droves 
of cattle and horses feeding in aii 
looking beautiful as a garden, holo 
region, and for thirty miles to the son! 
one of the choice farming tracts of the 
North-West. Buatit has no wood, except 
in the valley of the Bow River. Here, in 
fact, the wood isnot above ground, but 
lying immediately beneath the surface in 
vast coal beds. I myself have picked up 
coal there within a few feet below the sur- 
face. It was the uppermost strata—tho - 
gravel lying over the coal. At a coll 
on Belly River, to the south, they use this 
coal, and it hat also been taken to Fort 
Benton, on the Missouri, where it has been 
used. These coal fields throughout the 
north-west cannot be doubted, and must 
rove of immense value in tho future. 
haye soen the Rocky Mouutains at var- 
ious points, but Bow River pass comes up 
to my idea of the mountains. Nearly one 
hundred miles off, the rocké are seen tower- 
ing into the sky. They seem to recede at 
your approach ; and when at length you 
atand at their base, they face you like an 
immense wall of granite. Fora thousand 
feet in places the layer of rocks is unbrok- 
en; and Mr. Ogilvie and Lin climbing up 
its steep, smooth front, had all Ls eae 
ed todo. Capt. Palliser and Mr Hector, I 
may mention,‘climbed the ‘mountains at 
this point, and Mr, Ogilvie, more ‘enurious 
than I was, would not be content until he 
had climbed into the cave where Heotor had 
stood twenty years before. Hoe found the 
remains of some dead goats ; but was in 
hopes he would find something more—a 
grizzly or two—for I wanted to see how 
uickly he could come down. (Laughter.) 
The Professor could not resist telling at 
this stage what he knew about grizzlies. 
While gathering berries one day this sum- 
mer (he observed) I heard a crackling in 
the bushes.

To enablo tho farmers to tho east of 
Stoco Lake to reachthe depot, it is propos- 
ed to build a floating bridge along the south 
side of the lake to Derkin’s landing. 
This would shorten the distance to be 
travelled from Stoco to the depot over four 
miles, and already several hundred dollars 
have been guaranteed by private subscrip- 
tions for the purpose. That such a bridge 
is both practical and cheap can be demon- 
strated by a visit to tho Bobcaygeon region, 
whore a structure of that description of over 
three miles in length, or more than double 
the length of the proposed bridge, is in 
constaut use, and answers effectually the 
purpose for which it was constructed. 

To the farmers in the most easterly part 
of the Township, who use Napanee as their 
market town, the road would be of little 
usé ; but they should remember that the 
promoters of the present scheme as 
strenuously supported the project to build 
a road through the Township to Kingston, 
and that the liberal grants they have always 
received and which will continually be re. 
quired on their road, have at all times been 
supported by the promoters of the present 
scheme, andwe much mistake the enter- 
prise of the residents of the far east part 
of the Township if they give the By-law 
their opposition. 

The sum asked for is less than $1.44 on the 
thousand dollar assessment,—a sum so in- 
significant in comparison to the advantage 
to be derived by the Township from the 
bnilding of tho road,that we would be sur- 
prised at any determined opposition to the 
scheme in the Township, particularly as its 
interests have been so well guarded in the 
By-law that the bonus can only be granted 
upon the completion of the road—thus se- 
curing the ratepayers against the payment 
pf their money, ashas been dono in other 
instances, as the work progresses, or before 
the road is completed. 

The Township can raise as much grain to 
the acre, if not more, than front townships, 
yet the price of land in Hungerford is much 
lower than in the southern townships, sim- 
ply because front townships enjoy the ad- 
vantage of nearness to markets. ‘This difli- 
culty would be overcome by the building 
of the road, anda corresponding increase 
of the value of all farms lying within at 
least ten miles of the road would be the 
result—an increase that would alone amply 
repay any farmer in the Township for the 
small amount he would have to pay towards 
the bonus. 

We thorefore urge all citizens of Hunger- 
ford who wish to secure the advantages 
above sot forth, to give a hearty support to 
the By-law, and to set thomselves to work 
to assist in securing its pas

Say Francisco, Deo, 6th,—Reports from 
Tahiti state that the Government grants a 
subsidy of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars yearly fora line of steamers be- 
tween Papeta and SanFrancisco.

New Yonx, Deo. 5th.—The Vimes’ Now 
Orleans special says that the fact that Mad- 
ison parish, formerly giving 2,500 Repub- 
lican majority, now returns 222 Democrat 
majority, is explained. Some days before 
the election, bulldozers from the country 
made hostile demonstrations, picked out 
colored men with whom the management 
of the campaign rested, and systematically 
got rid of them. On Sunday Dave Arm- 
strong was hanged at Morrassas, H. M. 
Brown, late postmaster. was hanged on 
Monday night. Ex-sheritf Peck was whip- 
ped. All the other Republican election 
officers fed. The parish vote was deposited 
in the boxes in bulk, all Democrat, and 
counted as above. The negroes and Re- 
publicans did not vote, except in one pre- 
cinct ; only 100 votes were cast. This op- 
eration alone makes a difference of 6,000 in 
fayor of Wiltz, Robbing two polls in Jef- 
ferson, aud the capture of one in Algiers 
destroyed about 2,000 Republican majority. 
New Orleans polled only half her registered 
vote.

Speech Versus Silence. 


It is hard to tell which is the most pro- 
yoking—one who talks when silence should 
reign or quiet is necessary, or one who 
keops his lips closed on all occasions with 
4 portinacity which makes us wonder that 
na ure over bestowed a tongue upon him 
at all. There are certainly occasions when 
speech is silyer and silence gold, but pleas- 
ant talk is something every one likes, 
Therefore, at first sight, the ‘* talkative 
person” seems agreeable ; but know him 
intimately, and you will know tbat he—by 
the way, it is oftener a she—that she, then, 
jabbers on complacently and continually 
without the slightest consideration. for the 
feelings of any other individual. 


The joy of hearing her own voice seems 
to be quite enough. At funerals or wed- 
dings ; at church during the sermon or the 
hymn; while someone else is trying to 
talk ; while an elocutionist is endeavoring 
to thrill the souls of his hearers ; particu- 
larly in the domestic circle, if any one is 
reading, writing, or engaged in important 
calculations—on patter the words faster 
than rain drops. 


Tho chatterer goes everywhere ; why, it 
is hard to tell, since her only joy is talking. 
She declares thar she adores Shakespeare, 
but while Hamlet stands inside the grave 
of Ophelia, and the immense audience lis- 
tens in silence, the chatterer pours into the 
ear of her unfortunate escort an account of 
how Cousin Fannie’s cloak is made, and 
what Fannie and the modiste and she her- 
self said about it when it was being fitted. 


Recently, at a lecture given by one worth 
hearing, I sat just before a blatant creature 
of the male sex, who never closed his lips 
during the whole evening. He began by 
criticising the personal appearance of the 
speaker, added, by degrees, his biography, 
with slight sketches of celebrated persons, 
and what they said when he saw or heard 
them. Then he gradually glided into a 
minute description of Boston and all its 
public places, which beiny a comprehensive 
subject lasted the rest of the time. As he 
walked down the aisle, still chatting to his 
apparently delighted companion, I rejoiced 
that man was no longer a creature of im- 
pulse, else would that distracted orator 
have descended from his platform, and, as- 
sisted by the enraged aud’ence, annihilated 
the self-sufticient babbler.

words refuse to come, and one sits staring 
and silently until the Silent One grows of- 
fended and departs, palpably and deeply 
injured. Then, indeed, in the remorseful 
moments that follow, for the silent person 
is generally a very good individual whom 
ono would not offend for the world, arises 
tho question ; * Which is the worst—too 
much talk or too much silence {” and echo 
answers, ‘I don’t know.” 1 don’t know 
either,

We forgive 
many sins moro easily than the natural, 
unreasonable claim that a transient stage 
shall be permanent, Nothing equally in- 
nocent is so disastrous to conjugal happi- 
ness, as that disappointment in the relation 
which is so apt to follow the agitation and 
the mystery of its dawn, We should find 
the same rélief in realising that the desire 
for what is new is a part, not of frivolous 
human nature, but of all human nature, 
as in learning that the damage we had as- 
cribed to a malicious enemy was due to 
some wild animal. The damage, no doubt, 
remains the same. But the inference 
from it, that was more bitter than itself, is 
gone. 

The gain of recognizing a disadvantage 
as inevitable is often exaggerated,no doubt. 
One wonders, for instance, at the nutri- 
ment which the mourners of the ancient 
world must have derived from the 
everlasting assurance that all men were 
mortal; and the so-called ‘* Consolation” 
presented to them often consisted of little 
else, Still, there is Such a thing as mak- 
ing a place in the mind for inovitable mis- 
fortune. Life's ills are marvellously di- 
minished when we have subtracted from 
thom ths senso of unreasonableness.

Tho Ottawa Citizen says: ‘‘ We have 
been informed by the Department of the 
Interior that there is no foundation what- 
ever for the sonsational reports tolograph- 
ed from Winnipeg to Western papers, in 
which it is made to appear that the North 
West Indians wore d.iven by want to com- 
mit overt acts. Thero has been no such 
occurrence as that alluded to in connection 
with Captain Herchmer. At the time of 
tho Indian treaty payments in September 
at Fort Ellice, the Indians killed three 
head of cattle, which they thought had been 
brought there to feed them (the Indians). 
During their stay, Captain Herchmer, who 
happened to be present with some of the 
Mounted Police, arrested the Indians who 
killed the cattle, but released them again 
on their agreeing that the price of the ani- 
mals should be deducted from their annui- 
ties. L’Abbe Martin, Bishop of St. Paul, 
had a conference with some of the refugee 
Sioux, but he did not seo Sitting Bull. The 
sensation about the Indians at Prince Al- 
bert hasno foundation.

North Hastings lron Mines. 


For the Intelligencer. 

I loft Belleville on the 18th ult. for 
Bancroft, commonly callod ‘York River,” 
via Kridgowator, arriving at Bancroft on 
tho 21st, and tinding tho poople excited 
over the prospects of the iron ore. 

¥rom reliablo information I loarnt that 
Mr. Pusoy had sent out ono of his miners 
to make an examination as to the quantity 
of iron, using a ‘dip needle ” to test the 
width of tho veins, &c.; that upon one lot 
in Dungannon he found it about 35 feet 
wide, and on the next lot about 40 feet 
wide; that ho also traced it on several 
other lots, From what I learned it appears 
ho was anxious to secure all the ore he pos- 
sibly could ; that inducoments were held 
out that a railroad would be built in two 
yoars ; that Mr, Pusey (or tho Company 
he represents) had a bank in New York 
and London, intimating thereby the wealth 
of the party or parties, which was all very 
fine, but when he came down to the real 
question of purchasing the ore the whole 
thing collapsed, 

Mr. Oleak informed me that he proposed 
to let him have the ore on the following 
conditions : $200 down, they to quarry 100 
tons, which they proposed to do this win- 
ter, and draw it out, for which it appoars a 
partial agreement could be made with Mr, 
Bentloy at 86 per ton, deliyered at Madoo 
station. This 100 tons was to be sent to 
test the quality of the ore, which I was in- 
formed was said to be over 90 per cent. of 
pure iron, (a large quantity surely to make 
a proper test). $400 was to be paid in one 
year, and at the expiration of two years 
(when tho railroad was Enished) Mr. Pusey 
was to get out yearly a certain quantity per 
year and pay 25 centa per ton, or to pay 
for that quantity yearly whether or no, out 
of which the $600 was to be repaid, but 
this offer would not be accepted, as 1t was 
“establishing a precedent which other, 
would also claim,” and ao the party left, 

I learned from Mr, Cleak that after this 
agent left, Mr. Pusey had written him on 
the subject, but Mr. Cleak had no desire 
to offerthe same terms again, and he is 
wise in doing so, as there is no use in work- 
ing on uncertainties, and he agrees with 
me that it is not best to lock up the ore® 
in the hands of speculators, who care noth- 
ing for our country, but to make them- 
selves rich at our expense, unless an 
equivalont is given for the privilege. 


I also learnt that parties aro trying in 
Carlow for ore, but was told that my letters 
on the subject are having an effect to make 
the people wary. The people in these 
back townships have had to undergo many 
privations and hardships, and if auy of 
them have beds of iron ore, they should 
not give them for a song, nor allow them 
to be locked up in any other hands than 
their own, for it will not be many years 
before they will realize fortunes from the 
ores through other sources than Mr. Pusey 
and other speculators, whose only object is 
to grab what they’can and then laugh at 
those who have been so silly as to be 
duped by them. 

If Mr. Pusey (or the company if one) 
are wealthy as has been represented, sure- 
ly they might advance a reasonable sum 
to secure the ore beds. One farmer in 
Madoc informed me that his ore bed was 
wanted and he “proposed that the party 
should pav him $5,000 down, and when he 
had taken ore enough at 2dcts. per ton to 
pay the amount advanced, that then he 
should be entitled to the balance of the ore 
at the same rate per ton.” That farmer 
was wise. No doubt Mr. Pusey and other 
speculators have got as many if not more 
ore beds at present than they can work and 
for years to come, therefore let those own- 
ing ore beds be carefal and not lock them 
up, hold on tothem unless well paid to 
begin with, and no doubt it will not be long 
before we shall haye iron masters with 
capital amongst us who will not want to 
ship the ore to England or the States, but 
will build up furnaces and forges and work 
the ores amongst us, giving us the full 
benefit of capital and labor. 

One thing more, if Mr. Pusey could quarry 
100 tons of ore at York River, pay $6 per 
ton for cartage to Madoc Railway, psy 
transportation by rail to Buffalo, pay the” 
duties on the ore, which in all would cost 
him over $10 per ton, what must the value 
of the ore be to the country to have it man- 
ufactured on the spot / Persons with half 
an eye can see how much Canada would be 
the gainer in material wealth by keeping 
the ore and working it at home. 

I left Bancroft at 1:30 p. m. on Wednes- 
day, 26th ult., and staid over at Mr. Men 
zies', acanny Scotchman, a regular Grit, 
and a great admirer of Guordy Brown and 
the Globe, but withal a-fine man, and full 
of talk. He would give me no peace until 
I read a portion of Mr, Blake's speech from 
the Weekly Globe. I left on the 27th, and 
arrived in Bridgewater tho samo afternoon, 
having found splendid roads all the way, 
and came home Monday, the Ist inat., all 
well.

In it not about timo that the Belleville peor | 
plo should awake to their best interest, and 
not only start, but carry out tho project of 
molting iron ore hore? Can not a company 
be formed, and may they not contidently ask 
the City Corporation to take ntock to a cer- 
tain amount under the Act, and thereby in. | 
sure not only the manufacture of the ore into 
pig, but eventually into bar iron and steel ? 


Having received a letter from a gentloman 
who hasread my letter published in the IN- 
TELLIGRNCER a short time ago, I thought it 
might be advisable to give extracts from the 
samo, He states, ‘I thought I would bring 
under your notice the fact that there aro two 
blast furnaces with machinery aud plant in 
perfect order lying idlo in the County of 
Charlevoix below Quebec. Thoso furnaces 
wore orected in 1875 by the Canadian Titanic | 
Iron Company, of which I was Manager. 
‘They were in blast only eight months when 
the Company had to wind up its affairs owing 
to the dopression in the iron business.” 

He states that he thinks ‘they could be 
purchased, taken down, removed to Belleville, 
erected and put in working order for a less 
sum than it would cost to build one furnace, 
Thore are two furnaces 50 fect high capable 
of turning oat 20 to 25 tons of iron each,daily. 
‘Two 30 horse-power engines, three boilers— 
one was sufficient to furnish steam when tho 
furnaces were in blast—two blowing oylind- 
ors, in fact everything in complete order.” 

Again ho states that I was quite correct in 
my estimate of the cost of making iron in 
Canada, 

I have written for further information on 
the subject, which I will lay before your read- 
ors on receipt thereof, and t trust it will not 
be long before some action will be taken to 
give us smelting works,

Anbdther 
fayorable sign of the timesis that those 
who are now seeking to invest capital in 
North Hastings are not mere speculators 
as heretofore, but people who either want 
to secure a supply of ore for their own fur- 
naces or for those of their customers. The 
ore can be marketed as fast as itcan be 
shipped, and were the railway and mining 
facilities ten times what they now aré the 
demand would stil] exceed the supply. 
Scarcely a day passes that some new pur- 
chase or lease is not effected, and alread: 
many are turning their attention to the 
back townships in the hope that they will 
very soon be able to ple the product of 
their immense mineral resources upon the 
market. As soon as the sleighing becomes 
good several properties now lying idle in 
Madoc will be vigorously worked, thé ore 
being hauled in sleighs to the railway’ dur- 
ing the winter months. 


WHAT IS WANTED, 


It is hardly necessary to inform anyone 
who has read this and my precedia ig letters 
from North Hastings that the great and im- 
mediatejwant of thes» back townships is the 
constructioa of a railway that will fa- 
cilities for putting the product of their im- 
mexse resources upon the market. Just now 
they are only thinly settled, and not’ very 
rapidly increasing in population, and go long 
as they remain without railway ‘connections 
this state of affairs will in all probability con- 
tinue, Other wild lands to be had if differ+ 
ent parts of the Dominion offer superior in- 
ducoments to the ulturist rain and 
farm produce generally, can be hauled a long 
way to market, but with the mineral ptoducts 
of theso townships the casois quite different. 
Iron ores are too heavy to haul any “distance 
profitably, nnd at present tho stato“of tho 
roads here is such that it would be impossible 
to haul over thom the heavy machisiery re- 
quired for the reduction of galona, | Tn short, 
nothing more than prospecting can be done 
in the way of developing these northern town- 
ships until a railway has been extended into 
them. Hero is certainly a fino field for a 
onlonization railway. Asitisat present, a 
large tract of rich mineral property is lying 
useloss and undeyeloped, giviog only #ineagre 
living to asmall, tixed population engaged in 
farming in a small way, hunting, and workin, 
for the lumbermen, and to a fow hund 
lumbermen each winter, whose opérationa 
will only Jast till tho banks of tho’ larger 
streams aro strippod of pine and cedar, 
Let this mineral region bo tapped with a 
railway, however, and tho whole aapoct of 
affairs will be suddenly and materially 
changed.

Way theao sections could be put in shape to 
give proitable employment, as I before stated 
to not Jess than 3,000 mon, whilo tho samo lo- 
cations would in five yeara omploy a popula 
tion of not less than 10,000, bringing into the 
country not loss than $5,000,000 of foreign 
capital annually, Experienced men from Lake 
Superior declare this to be a largor iron field 
than that of Marquette, and it has the advan- 
tage of being nearer both to miners’ eupplics 
and to the market, The caso may be stated 
in a fow words, 

Colonization roads are being subsidized to 
open up wild lands, that promiso in time to 
become fine agricultural districts, but in such 
cases tho process of doveloping the country 
must in the very nature of things bo com- 
paratively slow. Settlors must bo brought 
in, and these men must be allowed time to 
clear the land and got it under crop before 
they can become producersand furnish freights 
for the railways. If, however, there wasa 
large community of farmers, with abundance

It can only be utilized by tho construction of 
arailway, and this railway will: euddenly 
transform this now useless wilderness into a 
thickly-populated aud wealth-producing seo- 
tion. “Does any portion of the Dominion pre- 
sent a more fitting field for the construction 
of a colonization railway? 

Fiom the 10th of May to the middle of this 
month the shipments from the Lake Superior 
region footed up over 1,300,000 tons of ore, 
representing a cash value at the furnaces of 
about $7,800,000, This, it will be remem- 
bered, all comes from a region which North 
Hastings promises in time to rival, and oyen 
surpass. 

WHATEVER IS DONE SHOULD BE DONE AT ONCE, 


In my first letter I fully gave the reasons 
why the iron ore of North Hastings should 
bo put he the American markot as rapidly 
as possible, and it will only be nocessary in 
this connection to recapitulate them very 
briefly. 

Ist. Now, when the demand for ore is un- 
usually active is the time when furnace- 
men are most willing to Sxperien with any 
now ores that promise well. 

2nd. It is of the utmost importanco to im- 

ress American customers with the fact that 

ey can depend upon Canada for a large and 
regular supply of ore, and this should be done 
atthe very commencement of our dealings 
witht hem. 

3rd. As our Canadian ores are much more 
desirable in quality than they are generally 
supposed to be, now, when the demand is 
strey in the time when they should be af- 
forded such an opportunity of advertising 
their own excellencies as will ensure them a 
ready sale oven in times of the greatest de- 
pression. 

4th. Now is the time when, if they can be 
afforded means of trrnsporting their ores to 
the furnaces, some of the heaviest consumers 
of iron on the continent are ready to make 
heavy investments and at once begin exton- 
sive mining operations in North Hastings, 
which must in the yery nature of things 2 
permanent,

Mining in North Hastings. 


We publish in to-day’s issue the final 
lotter of the Globe's correspondent on the 
mining region of North Hastings. Mr. 
Williams—the correspondent in question— 
has discharged his arduous task with ability 
and fidelity towards the public. Although 
having a good knowledge of the country, 
which he obtained by lengthenod visits in 
previous years, Mr, Williams has not spoken 
from that knowledge, but has personally 
visited and seen for himself the further de- 
velopments which have taken place within 
the last few years, Consequently he has 
been able to do justice to the subject, and 
to give to the public a statement of facts— 
not the more hearsay of interested parties, 

The information which has thus been ac- 
quired shows that the iron deposits of North 
Hastings aro not only of so yast an extent 
as to bo practically inexhaustible, but also 
so rich and so free from objectionable qual- 
ities that the demand for them is certain to 
grow to immense proportions. The sug- 
gestion, therefore, that tho Ontario Parlia- 
ment should grant a large bonus to tho 
promoters of the North Hastings Railway 
in order that the lino may be so extended 
as to cause the opening up of mines and 
the extensive working of these great depos- 
its, is one in which every one interested in 
the walfare of the country will heartily join, 
irrespective of politics, as the investment 
could not fail to béa paying one for the 
Province. The Dominion Parliament are 
also asked to vid in the matter by construct” 
ing the Murray Canal, ao that a sufficient 
number of vossels and reasonable rates of 
freight—besides the other important pur- 
poses which the canal would undoubtedly 
sorvo—may be secured, so that the export 
trade may be wo might almost say created ; 
for the cost of transportation under present 
circumstances would limit the export trade 
to very small dimensions. In this latter 
connection we hope much from the promised 
visit to the mining region of the Minister 
of Finance and other Ministers of the Do- 
minion, We trust that the Ontario Minis- 
ters may follow this good example, and also 
visit the mines, in which case they can 
hardly fail to fall in with the suggestions 
of the Globe's correspondent. 

As to gold, the prospects are now more 
favorable than ever before. The wild ex- 
citement of former times has abated, and 
the business of mining is now being gone 
into by cool and calculating capitalists, who 
have satistiod themselves that they can ob- 
tain a rich return from their investments. 
Lead mining is also likely to be carried on 
upon an extensive scale, and what with the 
men employed in tho iron, gold and lead 
mines, those hitherto comparatively deserted 
townships of North Hastings which are lo- 
cated on the Laurentian rocks, promise to 
become the most thickly populated in the 
County and the most valuable in the Pro- 
vince, 

The Railway and the Caual are the great 
keys which will unlock all these vast stores 
of minoral wealth, and we look with confi- 
denco to the assistance of the Provincial 
and of the Dominion Governments to en- 
able the proprietors of these hidden treas- 
ures to bring them to light, and thereby to 
benefit the whole country.

Geo, D. Dicxsowx, Chairman, 
A HOME FOR THE POOR. 


Mr. Thos. Ritchie, asa member of the 
deputation regarding a home for the poor, 
and with whom Messrs. Jas. Ross 
and R. Costello appeared, was heard. 
He stated tho action of the 
public meeting held on the subject, which 
was to recommend the establishment of an 
institution for the deserving poor, The 
Committee appointed by the public meot- 
ing had conferred with a Oommittee of 
Indies, and it had beon agreed to ask the 
Council to rent a building and grant a sum 
to comfortably equip the same, the lmdies 
agreeing to look after the working of the 
institution. 

Mr. James Ross was also heard in the 
same behalf, and said if the Council rented 
a building and made a small Appropriation, 
the Womon’s Christian Association would 
canvass the city and procure the necessary 
funds to carry it on. This, though not all 
that was wanted, in his opinion,would be a 
good commencement. 

In answer to Ald. Dickson, Mr. Ross 
said he thought from 8200 to $300 would 
be sufficient forastart. ‘The Appropriation 
for poor and sanitary would not all be ox- 
pended, there being likely to bea surplus 
of $400 or $500, part of which could be 
used. He thought the infirm poor would be 
better looked after in such ahouse and be 
better cared for than they now are in a 
boarding house, where the rate of pay is 
not sufficient to secure proper attendance, 


Mr. Ritchie stated that the proposod ea- 
tablishment would enable the fantex to 
ministor more effectually to the sick and 
debilitated gathered together, as they 
would be, than scattered as they are now, 
and the expense would be smaller, The in- 
stitution would be largely if not wholly 
supported by the contributions of the bene- 
volent people of the city.

solution pasaod in January last, ‘The Com- 
pany had accopted the money of the County 
and this municipality on tho agrooment 
that twelve of the Directors should be re- 
sidonts of Bolloville and Hastings. If wo 
wore to havo nix directors for $100,000, 
should wo not have a like proportion for 
the additional bonus of $50,0007 Tho 
Grand Trunk now controls this road and 
will control the Midland, and in such onse 
was it likely that they would allow the link 
betwoen Hastings and Peterborough to ro- 
main unfinished | Ho held not,as it was as 
much if notmore to thointerest of the Grand 
Trank to complote the Grand Junction as | 
it was of tho peoplo of Bolloville, bocause 
it was thoir intorest as well as ours to pre- 
yont the Toronto and Ottawa being built 
to take away their trade. Wo have taxed 
oursulyos to the utmoat to assist this road, 
leaving nothing for other local improvo- 
ments for years to come. If wo are thore- 
fore to mortgago tho property of tho City 
for all that it will bear, and give another 
250,000 to this road, let us control it, which 
is the only commensurate advantage that 
can bo given tous. On this condition only, 
he contended, should the money be granted. 

Ald. Robertson held that it mado no 
matter who controls a Railway Board, as 
trade would seck its natural channel. The 
right of the County to appoint six Direct- 
ors was because of a special provision in 
tho original By-law. Their contribution 
was stock, which they still held, and which 
had its own representation. We had put 
our bottom dollar in the road, and let us 
reap the benefit ; let it be finished and we 
will find no difficulty in paying our bonus. 


Ald. Jellett had heard all the arguments 
on the subject, but had not as yet been 
able to make up his mind as to whatshould 
bedone. He thought it advisable to lay 
the matter oyer fora week and take the 
sonse of the people upon it and get an ex- 
pression of their views. He moved in 
amendment to the amendment to the 
amendment tolay the matter over for a 
week and to requost the Mayor to call a 
public meeting in the meantime for the dis- 
cussion of the subject. 

Ald. St. Charles would second the mo- 
tion, believing that the people should be 
consulted. If a majority of influential 
ratepayers support the proposal foran ex- 
tension it would be their duty to act in ac- 
cordance, and if the Grand Trunk were to 
run the road and have the protita from it, 
they were the proper parties) to complete 
it. 


Ald. Petrie gave notice of a resolution 
for a return from the Treasurer of moneys

BY-LAWS. 

Council went into Committee on By-laws, 
Ald. St. Charles in the chair, 

The By-law for the opening of Ann and 
William Streets, which has previously been 
debated several times, was brought up for 
4 second reading, and was carried so far as 
Ann Street in concerned,the clause regard- 
ing William Street being withdraw n. 

Committee rose and reported. —Adopted. 

Ald. Robertson moved the suspension of 
the rules for the purpose of passing the 
By-law. —Carried 

The By-law was passed accordingly. 


WAYS AND MEANS, 


The various reports were received and 
Council went into Committee on Ways and 
Means, Ald. Brennan in the chair, 


The report of the Finance Committee 
was adopted. 

The report of the Special Committee on 
Harbor was also adopted. ~ 

The report of the Special Committee on 
the Grand Junction was brought up. 

Ald. Robertson moved that the prayer of 
the petition of the Oompany be granted, 
and that the seal of the Oorporation be 
attached to the resolution, which should 
have the effect of a By-law. 

Ald. Dickson movedin amendment to 
grant the petition on the condition that the 
Corporation be given the power of nomin- 
ating a majority of tha Raard of Nirastore, 

Ald. Robertson said the principle of 
representing bonuses was foreign to Rail- 
way corporations ; the $25,000 payable on 
completion of the road to Hastings was 
already hypothecated, for the payment of 
work done; and there was not time to 
submit a By-law to the people. The Com- 
pany were willing to give a bond to com- 
plete, equip and operate the road. He 
urged that the project would be destroyed 
unless the extension of time were given, by 
prejudicing bonuses already yoted. We 
would thus lose to a great extent the bene- 
fit of our large investment in the enter- 
prise, ‘The Company could not give us 
increased representation on the Board, be- 
causo the County of Hastings is the largest 
stockholder and will not give up its valu- 
able rights. 


_ Ald. Hambly would likethe matter to 
lie over until another meeting, in order to 
see ifthe contractors would not accept 
some of the propositions of the Committee. 
He at the same time felt that in justice to 
the citizens we should extend the time, by 
which means we would, without increasing 
our debt, get athrough route to the west. 
If we allowed this Opportunity to pass, 
Belleville would regret the day. 

Ald. Holden said the matter was one 
which was of great importance to the City 
and would have to be considered with re- 
gard to its interests. He suggested that 
the whole $50,000 be made payable on the 
completion of the road to Peterborough. 
Het ought they now had in their power to 
rectify the mistake—if it was a mistake— 
f dividing the bonus and making the 
hole sum payable, as passed by the peo- 

, on the completion of the road to 
Peterborough. ‘This exteusion of time 
would give the Company an extra $25,000, 
for which we ought to have an equivalent, 
The only objection which the Company had 
to the postponement of the payment was 
that the sum had already beeh hypothecat- 
ed. He considered it childish for them 
to say that men 4o wealthy as they could 
not bnance for that amount. He would 
yo this far, and say if the Company 
would wait for the whole sum, as 
he proposed, he would be willing to pay 
them interest on the $25,000 which ¢ ey 
claimed they had earned, from the date of 
Mr. Shanly’s report stating that the stipu- 
lations of the By-law had been complied 
with. This he thought was fair and ought 
to secure a solution of the matter. He 
should oppose the division of the bonus, as 
in doing so the will of tho people had been 
set asido, the almost unanimous wish of 
the Feorls having been to pay no money 
until Lhe road was tinished to Peterborough. 
He concluded by moving in amendment to 
the amendment to extend the time, os 
prayed for, on condition of the paymont of 
the whole $50,000 on completion of the 
road to Peterborough, interest being pay- 
able on one half of theamount from the 
date of Walter Shanly’s report certifying 
the completion of the line to Hastings. 

Ald. Dickson said he considered the 
Grand Junction as of paramount import- 
ance to tho city.

What benefit was the carriage of iron ore 
from Madoc and directly over the Grand 
Trunk? Another important and serious 
question was, did they believe that if they 
did not give this $25,000 a road which had 
already cost $750,000 and would cost only 
$300,000 to finish—did they believe that 
this mere dropin the bucket of $26,000 
would prevent its completion? It seemed 
to him child’s-play to say that this great 
enterprise would be left incomplete, with 
the Grand Trunk and the contractors so 
anxious to finish it, on account of so small 
m as $25,000. We were to give them 
000 ; let us have something in return. 
Ald. Hambly argued that we were to 
give $25,000 not $50,000; for the one half 
of the bonus was in arbitration. He held 
that they would not be acting consistent 
with the interest of the citizens of Bellevile 
to refuse this bonus. 
After some further discussion, Ald Jel- 
leti'’s amendment was put and carried. 
‘Tho roport re the reception was adoptad. 
Ald. Brennan’s motion for a grant to the 
St Vincent de Paul Society was then mov- 


ed. 

Ald. Dickson objected to the motion as 
being out of order, as haying been submit- 
ted to the Finance Committee and decided 
against within the year. 

Ald. Brennan said if this grant were not 
made, the three patients would be sent 
here and the City would have to support 
them. They were three helpless women, 
one of whomis in the Hotel Dieu and the 
other two are in the House of Providence. 

Ald. Doyle stated that it had beer 
agreed some five years ago with the Society 
that the Corporation should contribute a 
portion of the expenses, They would not 
have been removed but for this agree- 
ment. 

The Mayor said that under the rule it 
would require a two-thirds vote to pass the 
resolution. 

Ald. Robertson thought they should 
have a declaration that these people are 
still alive. Ifthe arrangement had been 
made, it ought to be carried out. 

Ald. Holdon said the grant had usually 
been made out of the appropriation for Poor 
ann Sanitary, and he suggested the laying 
over of the matter till next week. 

It was finally agreed to refer the matter 
to the Finance Committee.

The Murray Canal, 


BENEFITS OF THE PROPOSED CUT OFF, 


(Condensed fromthe Globe's Correspondence. ) 


When this project was first mooted it 
was urged on account of its importance 
from military point of view, and as long 
44 there can be any possibility of Canada’s 
Having any trouble with her noighbors 
across the bordor the military (or rather 
naval) argument must have more or Jess 
weight. It is quite casy to understand 
that wore this canal-cut-the Bay of* Quinte 
would afford an admirable site for a naval 
station, at the samo time easy of access and 
yory defensible at both ends, Supposing 
an enomy to havo a superior force on Lake 
Ontario, the Prin tdward peninsula and 
Long Point, which juts out from it, would 
render it nearly or quite impossible for 
Canada to maintain water communication 
along the Lake Ontario coast. On the 
other hand, however, without the very 
closest blockade by any overwhelmingly 
superior force, it would not be at all diffi- 
cult to maintain communication between 
Kingston and ‘Toronto could’ the shelter- 
ed Bay of Quinte and the Murray Canal be 
substituted for the exposed and treacher- 
ous passage via Long Point and ‘the 
Ducks,” 

Jast now, however, it would be difficult 
toiuduce the majority of our more intelli- 
gont classes to sanction any yery serious 
outlay for work that could only possess a 
military value, as perhaps the chances of 
arupture with the people of the United 
States were never more remote than they 
are at present, Indeed itis more than 
likely that for the future Americans and 
Canadian statesmen will follow the example 
of their great oaramen, and settle their 
difference through the columns of the news- 
paper without appealing to anything as un- 
wathetic as physical force. 


From a purely economic point of view 
the scheme certainly has a great deal to 
recommend it, but anfortunately it seems 
that those who have, from the nature of 
their calling, been hitherto most keenly 
alive to the importance of this enterprise, 
are about the last men to trouble them- 
selves with the conduct of public affairs. 
Any sailor, who has had a season's experi- 
ence on Lake Ontario, knows well that the 
most treacherous and troublesome section 
of if lies off the Prince Edward shore, and 
especially off Long Point, that stands out 
prominently from that shore. Here a west 
to south-west wind sweeps along the chan- 
nel with tremendous force. In fact, there 
appears to be no point of the compass from 
which the wind can come with any degree 
of force, that it will not make it unpleasant 
for navigators off Long Point, It is of 
course those gales Wiel Have (he wlivic lane 
on which to gather force that are most to 
be dreaded in this locality; and in this 
connection it may be remembered that west, 
south-west, and north-west winds are more 
commonly met with on the lake than apy 
others. 


It is not necessary, however, to point 
out the reason why it is so, but every one 
who has paid any attention to the record 
of marine disasters on Lake Ontario knows 
that the stretch of water lying between 
Presqu’ Isle Harbor and Kingston has 
been the scene.of many more wrecks, often 
resulting in loss of life, than all the rest 
of Lake Ontario. Once past Presqu’ Isle 
the eastward-bound vessels has no farther 
refuge till South Bay is reached, and even 
here it seems that the anchorage has proved 
so insecure that a gale from the north has 
been known within the past few weeks to 
drive vessels out into the lake despite the 
best security that they could gain from 
anchorage. Besides this, it is urged that 
while westward-bound vessels are anchored 
at South Bay waiting fora storm to abato 
they might, were the Murry Canal built, 
work their way fifty miles farther on their 
journey, and then be in a position to face 
weather which they dare not run into out 
of South Bay. Supposing the gale to be 
blowing from the north or north-west, it 
would be comparatively casy for a craft 
that could not live in tho middle of the 
lake or off the Prince Edward coast to 
make its way westward in comparatively 
good water under the shelter of the main- 
land. Besides this, vessel captains say 
that even when the wind is from the 
south-west, or directly down the lake, it 
is nowhere so severe as out in the middle 
of the lake as it ‘tails off” toward shore. 
At all ovents it appears quite certain that 
there aro overy season many steamers and 
schooners detained at South Bay, much to 
the detriment of their masters and owners, 
and to that of trade generally, that would, 
could they pass through Bay Quinte and 
the Murray Canal, make their destinations 
without either detension or danger, As 
dofore remarked, vessels coming up the 
river could, upon reaching Kingston, either 
elect to take the open lake for it, should 
the wind and weather be favorable, or, in 
caso they were not, work seventy or eighty 
miles farther on their westward journey, 
enjoying the samo perfect immunity from 
gales and rough water that they had ex- 
perienced in ascending tho St. Lawrence to 
Kingston. On the other hand, vessels de- 
scending the Lake with grain could, if 
caught in a galo off Presqu’ Isle, instead of 
lying-to in that harbor for favorable weath- 
or, pass safely through tho Murray Canal 
into Bay Quinte, where they could ithor 
make their way eastward in perfect security 
or transfer their cargo to barges, which could 
be towed down the bay and river to tho 
side of ocoan-going steamers without tho 
smalloat danger from stress of weather, 

It will bo observed, however, that thus 
far tho reasons urged in favor of tho con- 
struction of the Murray Canal are from a 
ourely Dominion standpoint, Thoro are 
‘ocal intoroats to bo served that constitute 
an important factor in the caso, It is woll 
known that Bellovillo is, and has always 
boon, considered tho natural outlet for 
tho minerala of North Hastings, and in the 
course of & yory short timo, provided nuit- 
able railway facilitios bo provided,tho ship- 
ment of iron ore from the northern town- 
ships will be enormous. So far nearly or 
quite all of th » has boon shipped over 
tho Grand Teank Railway to Butlalo, but 
doubtloas whon navigation reopons it will 
bo found more profitable to ship by wator.

THE OPENING CEREMONIES. 

New York, Doc. 8,—This eyening the 
second annual international dairy fair open- 
ed at the American Inatitute, A largo num- 
ber wore ease Governor Seymour, who 
was to deliver the opening address, was 
absent on account of illness. Mr. F. B, 
Thurber, President of the Association,made 
an addross on dairy interests in this country 
compared with other countries. In this 
country, he stated, during 1878 three hun- 
dred and forty million pounds of cheese 
were produced, and nine hundred and 
sixty million pounds of butter, Of this, 
bat three-ninths per cent. of the butter was 
oxported, while of the cheese 41.6 per cent. 
was exported. The speaker said improved 
dairy appliances and machinery, much of it 
of American origin,had been introduced on 
the Continent and in Great Britain. Dairy 
schoo's had been established in continental 
dairy countries, Mayor Cooper formally 


declared the open. The lay of 
cheese and butter from various ions of 
the country is excellent.

ore. In fact, nothing short of the exten- 
sion and completion of the Trent Valley 
Railway to Malone, in the township of 
Marmora, would save the interests of 
North Hastings as well as the construction 
of tho Murray Canal.

This land 
is now occupied by thrifty and prosperous 
farmers, and, estimating tne Dominion in- 
debtedness by the present value of the 
original reservation, the old claim would 
not in all probability fall far short of 
$300,000. 

Aside from this, however, there is a local 
view of this case that can hardly fail to im- 
press itself upon the minds of the gentle- 
men composing the present Dominion Cabi- 
net 

It has already been shown that while 
the interests of our lake and river naviga- 
tion yenerally would be served by the 
construction of the Murray Canal, the city 
of Belleville and the North Riding of the 
County of Hastings would be particularly 
benefitted by it.

The Murray Canal and the Raiul- 
way Hxtension. 


Saturday's issue of the Globe contained 
4 lengthy letter from its correspondent who 
has been ** doing”? the mining region of 
North Hastings,on tho subject of the Mur- 
ray Canal. A portion of this lotter ap- 
pears in another column, the lengthy but 
interesting history of the project, with 
which our readersin general are familiar, 
being omitted. Tho corespondent in 
question treats the subject fairly and with 
ability, showing clearly the advantages of 
the proposed canal—first as a work of 
military importance ; secondly from an 
economic point of view ; and thirdly as of 
the greatest importance to tho oxport trade 
in iron ore from this district, and other- 
wise as of much benofit from a local point 
of view. 

Woe are pleased to have tho assistance of 
the leading organ of the Opposition in this 
matter, and trust that other influential 
journals will also lond their aid in securing 
an object so much to be desired, 

This and the twin project—the oxten- 
sion of the North Hastings Railway into 
tho free grant territory—ought to be agi- 
tated for and potitioned for by our people 
and by the Councils of the various muni- 
cipalities interested. The Murray Canal 
project is in good hands; but the railway 
exteasion, whieh is scarcely inforior in im- 
portance to the peoplo of this city, has at- 
tracted but little attention. It is porhaps 
considered that the proprietors of the rail- 
way, being of all peraons tho most interest- 
ed, should take sole charge of the matter. 
This we conceive to be an erroneous idea. 
It is to our interest as well as theirs that 
the iron mining region should be opened 
up and its trade socured to this city ; for 
there could not be a man employed,a part at 
least of whose food and clothing would net 
ve turnisnea py tne mercnants ot SHelle- 
ville. The Legislature will meet at an 
early date, and there is no time to be lost ; 
therefore wa urge the City Council to not 
only adopt a memorial, but to appoint a 
Committee to draw up a form of petition 
for general signature by the ratepayors, 
Such will be done in the caso of the Mur- 
ray Canal, the petitions for which will be 
presented when the Dominion Parliament 
meets, and to impress the importance of 
which upon Ministers a deputation will be 
sent to Ottawa. Let the same be done 
with reference to the Railway project, and 
we havo little doubt that the appeal will 
be successful in both cases.

The Board of Hducation’s 
Finances, 


In our report of the proceedings at last 
night’s meeting of the Board of Education 
will bo found a statement of the financiay 
relations of the Board and the Corporation 
of the City. From this it will be scen 
that the City is largoly behind in the pay- 
ments due to the Board,and that the latter 
body will have a handsome surplus after all 
the liabilities have been met. 

It has been the habit of certain persons 
to denounce the Board of Education as be- 
ing extrayagant, but this accusation wo 
have on several occasions shown to be en- 
tirely erroneous, and the fact that the ex- 
penditure will this year be considerably bo- 
low the estimate, whilst the efficiency of 
the schools has not boen decreased, shows 
that the financial affairs have been looked 
after very closely. Tho credit of this is 
largely due to Mr. James Glass, the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, who has 
for several years occupied that position 
with much ability and with entire satisfac- 
tion to the public and to his fellow mem- 
bers, and whose core for the public funds 
has been as watchful and constant ad if the 
business was his own private affair. That 
Mr. Glass has been seconded by his col- 
leagues in his offorts to secure economical 
administration is self-evident, otherwise it 
would have been impossible to have achiey- 
od a result which is so creditable and so 
satisfactory.

A Grear Looomotive.—One of the new 
freight engines of the Grand Trunk was 
in the large engine shed last night. This 
machine—No, 437—was built at the Com- 
pany’s own works at Port St. Charles, and 
issaid by Mr. Reid, the Mechanical Sup- 
intendent here, to be one of the beat put 
together engines he has over seen. This 
locomotive has six wheels coupled—threo 
on each side, the centre pair of driving 
wheels having no flange, so that sharp 
curves may bo taken easily.

Moat people people will remember that 
about six years ago goods to the amount of 
$49,000 wore abstracted from tho Custom 
House here in Montreal with the conni- 
vance,-it was supposed, of the officials, 
The goods were mostly composed of bran- 
dies and chvice liquors, The detectives 
wero at once employed to recoy- 
er the brandies and to capture the parties 
taking them, but haa to give it up without 
success. Mr. Thomas Barry, at present 
Deputy Collector of Customs at Richmond, 
-Waa then, after three months, entrusted 
with task. This gentleman, by untiring 
enerzy and the sagacity for which he 1s no- 
ted among his brother officials, succeeded 
in recovering & quantity of the brandies, 


amounting in value to $8,000, but gave up 
tho restasa bad job. Hoping, however, 
that his good fortune might give him a 
clue, he went to Upper Canada and roam- 
ed about Toronto for over a week without 
successs, One tine day he wandered list- 
lessly into an aution room of the Queen 
City, more to pass away the time than any- 
thing else. Ashe was about leaving he 
observed something that made him start, 
which was no less than what is technically 
termed an ‘octave’ of brandy, and he at 
once recognized it as part of what he was 
in search of. Mr, Barry can talk Irish 
fluently, and, when a little excited he 
will actually thinks in that language. 
Hence he spoke his thoughts, which 
were: ‘* Wherever there’s smoke, there 
must be fire,” never dreaming that a 
Dutch looking man besidy him (the care- 
taker of the establishment) hailed from 
Munster and understood him perfectly. 
By pumping his new friend the Customs 
officer obtained a clew which enabled him 
to recuver $6,500 worth more of the goods 
at Windsor and other places, He hasten- 
ed back to Ottawa and informed the Hon. 
Mr. Burpee, then Minister of Castons, of 
his success. That gentleman was delight- 
ed, and praised Mr, Barry to the skies for 
his energy and success, but that was all ; 
for notwithstanding the officer's repeated 
demands, he could not obtain the per- 
centage to which he was entitled for his 
succes. Mr. Johnson, the Commissioner, 
received him coldly, and repeatedly told 
him he had not time to attend to the busi- 
ness. When the Hon. Mackenzie Bowell 
assumed charge of the department, Mr, 
Barry triedonce more to obtain justice, 
but Mr. Commissioner Johnson was still 
pressed for time. Mr. Barry then went to 
the head of the department with fear und 
trembling, knowing Mr. Mackenzie Bowell 
to be the great Orangeman, and as he was 
strong on the other side, thinking his re- 
ception would be the coolest. Buthe was 
agreeably disappointed, foras he himself 
says, Mr. Bowell does not allow any such 
nonsense to interfere with his duty, and 
treats all Canadians exactly alike. Mr. 
Bowell at once gave him a cheque for three 
hundred dollars on the first seizure, and 
no later than yesterday, through the in- 
strumentulity of the sama Minister, he re- 
ceived $200 on the second, which delighted 
him beyond measure, and convinced him 
that the tales in circulation about the 
Hon. Mackenzie Bowell were lies, all lies. 


How to get Eggs in Winter. 


The farmer who leaves his poultry to 
roost in the apple tree at the corner of the 
barn, and to pick up their living at the 
pigs’ trough and in the barnyard, may 
(says an American contemporary) occasion- 
ally get an egg in winter. But as a matter 
of fact there is on most farms a great dearth 
of eggs from November to March. With 
a warm shelter and suitable feed, pullets 
that begin to lay in the fall will continue 
to lay through the winter. It is mainly a 

nestion of feed. The staple feed 1s 

ndian corn, especially in the West, be- 
cause it is the most plontiful and the most 
convenient. 1t furnishes plenty of fat and 
keeps up the heat of the fowls, but is poor 
in albumen and the phosphates. hey 
want a variety of grains and vegetables, 
and, to do their best, one feed daily of 
warm cooked meal and vegetables. Most 
farmers have milk, and if this can be added 
it will be all they need. Butchers’ scrap 
cake is good, and may safely be kept in the 
poultry yard, where the fowls can help 
themselves at pleasure. Boiled potatoes 
or turnips, mashed and mixed with Indian 
meal, make an excellent feed for laying 
hens. Fowles are particularly fond of cab- 
bayes and turnips at all stages of their 
growth, and eat them raw Recily every 
day if they can get them. We have found 
so good results from feeding cabbages to 
laying hens that we always lay in a good 
supply for the winter. Refuse from the 
butchers, and offal from the fish market, 
also furnish good material for making eggs. 
These are accessible to most villages, and 
can be had at a small cost. A henis only 
a machine for producing eggs. If you 
want the finished product, you must put 
the raw material into the hopper. It 
should not be forgotten that there is a 
liberal grinding going on in the gizzard, 
and the laying bird should have free access 
to gravel, with sharp grit, broken oyster 
and clam shells, which assist in reducing 
the grain and forming egg shell, With 
a plentiful supply of egg-producing food, 
hons will lay well in winter, when eggs 
bring the highest price.

The Be)loville and North Hastings Company 
have a charter for a Railway to be extended | 
north, but the question is, aro they going to | 
extend their present line of road, and if no, | 
how and where? No doubt the Ontario Gov- 
ernment should come down liberally to both 
lines of road, inasmuch as they have derived 
large revenues from the timber lands in the 
Various townships; and while they have given 
liberally to railway enterprises wert of us, 
they have done next to nothing for our Coun- 
ty. Itis not therefore too much to expect 
that both roads should receive a liberal grant 
per mile, 

I have heard it stated that the Government 
were willing to give to the North Hastings 
extension $8,000 per milo; if so, ‘‘so far, £0 
good.” Ihave also heard it mooted that the 
municipalities along the route would give 
$2,000 per mile bonus. This I fear cannot be 
obtained; if we allow the road to be but fifty 
miles long from Eldorado to York River mines, 
and it will probably be over that, whero 
would $100,000 come from? Can Madoc Town- 
ship strain a point and give an extra $2,000 
per mile until the road intersects the Tudor 
line? Can Tudor, Limerick, Wollaston and 
Cashel give for the united townships $2,000 
per mile through the length of two townships, 
and can Dungannon and Faraday give the 
balance to’make up the $100,000? I fear not ; 
but the whole combined might give a bonus 
of $1,000 per mile. If we take it at $8,000 
from Goyernment and $1,000 from the Muni-

cipalities, we have but $9,000 per mile; and 
with the greatest degree of economy the road 
cannot be built under $13,000 to $14,000 per 
mile, Then where is the balance to come from? 
Or, supposing the municipalities gave $2,000 
per mile, making $10,000, where is the reat to 
come from ? 

The question will naturally arise, will the 
speculators in iron ore aid aod assist in bulld- 
ing the road? Judging from Mr. Pusey’s 
speech at Madoc in reference to the Toronto 
and Ottawe Road, and from other circum- 
stances, he will not; and also judging from 
what I have heard, thatthe Government has 
been importuned to build or aid in building 
short lines of road to get to certsin ore beds, 
it strikes me that nothing is to be expected 
frém those who are seeking to get hold of all 
the ore beds in North Hastings, even back to 
the rear of Dungannon and Faraday. These 
men are only seeking for the Government 
and the people to build the Railways at their 
own expense in order toallow them to trans- 
port the ore from the mines they have obtain- 
ed to the Unitcd States, where the iron mas- 
tera will get tho lion’s share of the profits, 

The next question is, Can the Belleville 
and North Hastings Company build the road 
or furnish the balance of the capital required 
todoso? Ifearnot. Could they but find 
another Mr. Pardee they might accomplish 
it, even without the help of a Mr. Lloyd, but 
the simple question for us to look at. is; 
Where is the balance of caprtal to come from 
to complete the road? At the least supposing 
the utmost limit of bonus could be obtained 
from the Government and the people, there 
would be not less than $150,000 or $200,000 
to provide for, without saying anything about 
rolling stock for the road, which may be put 
down at $50,000 more. 

The question of an extension of railway to 
our most northern townships is one which 
should engage the minds of every well-wish- 
er of our City’s future prosperity; for if noth- 
ing is or can be done to bring the northern 
trade to the front we must soon expect to 
lose it altogether, Already a charter is asked 
for an extension of road from Coboconk, to 
Snowdon iron mines, and thence easterly to 
Dungannon, and on to Ottawa ; and I am in- 
formed that the parties seeking the charter 
are men of capital, and will push the enter- 
prise. It will not hurt the back townships if 
both roads should be built. So far as 1 am 
concerned I would profer the North Hastings 
to the other, yet if necessary will do all in 
my power to forward both roads, and I trust 
I may live to sce both lines completed andin 
running order, 

I would advise Belleville to look well to 
her own interest, and to go in for smelting 
works at once, or we may be too late.

Assessments. 
To the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer, 

As a large tax: payer I wish to make some 
statements of facts which, although of a 
personal nature,may interest many of your 
subscribers. My impression is that over- 
assessment is the root of the City’s burden, 
Tt has given extravagavt Councils large 
sums to fritter away, and helped them to 
indulge in speculative visions by fostering 
all sorta of bonus applications to burthen a 
heavily taxed people with a larze debt and 
without corresponding assvts. 

Regarding assessment the law states dis- 
tinctly that 1¢ is not to be made on the cost of 
yore property, nor on a basis of its rental, 

ut upon its cash value. Now as the assess- 
ors, members of the court of revision, and 
judge, aro sworn to do their duty, no one 
can think bot what they intend todo it 
without the slightest personal basis to in- 
fluence their decisions. 

Tn the assessment for 1880 I appealea 
against the assessor's valuations, but as both 
the court of revision and Judge Lazier re- 
fused my appeal I eithor was in error or 
did not get justice. 

To enable the City tax-payer to form an 
opinion on the matter I will give a few 
fucts, THe Consolidated Bank Block the 
assessors assessed at & cash valuation of 
$23,800. Now the Post-offico Block and 
the Carman Block are exactly the same 
clasa of building and wore built by the 
samo party. These Blocks were sold dur- 
ing the last year at $12,600 and $13,000 
respectively, aud these figures wore only 
obtained after advertising them through 
the Province and omploying the very best 
talent in the City to effect a sale, and even 
then to obtain the price named one of the 
creditors took the P.O. Block on account. 
Does any citizen who has had apy exper- 
ience in building think that the Consolida- 
ted Bank Block is worth within $1,700 of | 
as much as tho two Blocks Combined, 

‘The assessors, invariable reply is that all 
property is assessed equally high,and there- | 
fore no injustice is done, Let us seo if 
this isa fact. The third story of the Con- 
solidated Bank Block is assessed at $2,500, | 
and Mr. Wills’ property on the opposite 
corner,with a total grearter frontage,is us- | 
sessed at $4,500 for land, building and all, | 
Again they assess the office of the Consoli- | 
dated Bank at $9,000, andthe Bank of 
Commerce with a larger and more ex- 
pensively titted promises, at $7,300. 

There are other assessments that would 
bear a still stronger comparison, but as the 
owners are enjoying alow aseessment I 
don't wish to disturb them, as the assessors 
will never find it out. The assessment on 
the Metropolitan Hall simply means con- 
fication by the Vity, as I cannot possibly 
look for a net rental to exceed the taxes, | 
insurance, and repairs.

Building Operations. 


THIS SEASON'S RECORD. 


Notwithotanding the monetary depression 


which made itself so apparent for several 
years past, the hope of good times coming 
again and the favorable prospects for basiness 
which have exhibited themselves in so many 
various ways of late, and the general encou- 
raging tendencies of progress that have made 
thomeclves apparent, many persons in this 
city have this yoar embarked in building 
enterprises and have orected promises which 
in atylo and character are not all inferior to 
the principal fine residences aud business 
places of other cities, 

Tho amonnt expended on now structures 
will compare very favorably with that of last 
yoar and probably exceed it, whilst the char- 
acter of the erections will compare with the 
best in the city. 

THE NEW ROBERTSON BLOCK. 

This structure forms tho principal feature 
of all crectiona on the west side of Front 
Street, being larger, more nicely adapted for 
business occupation and more handsomely 
gotten up, both a» regards interior and ex- 
terior appointments, than any other on the 
sie side of the streot. In fact its appearance 
makes it a sister building to the one on tho 
opposite sido of the atrect, erected by our 
worthy Mayor last year, Its clean, neat 
looking front, its height, finish and massive- 
ness make it the feature of its locality, and 
give ample evidence of the enterprise, push 
and go-ahead-ativeness of its owner. A col- 
lection of frame building stood on the site 
of the present erection until March last, 
Thoy were inferior lookiug for such a busi- 
ness place, they were old and well marked 
by the hand of time, signs of decay showed 
themselves in and about their jointures and 
eaves, and though they had wall withstood 
the ravages of the fire fiead haying on many 
occasions been set fire to by ac- 
cidental or unknown means, it was at last 
determined by their owner to replace them 
with something more substantial and perma- 
nent. They were torn down and the work 
of building the present block inaugurated in 
the month above noted, 

The size of the main building is 105 ft. front 
by 90 in depth, with thice additions extend. 
ing 68 foot in the rear, and three of the stores 
in the block extend that distance. The build- 
ing is three stories high, and is covered with 
amansardroof. The style, fittings and adorn- 
ments of tho interior are in accordance with 
the suggestions of Mr. J, D. Evans, of Evans 
& Bolger, architects. The ceilings on the 
first floor—differing from the greater number 
of basiness places on the street—are 15 feet 
high, and are corniced and supplied with at- 
tractive ceftre-pieces, from which depend 
chandeliers of neat design. 

The store inthe southern portion of the 
building is intended for the use of Messrs. 
Dickens & Sons. The front portion of this, 
which is 50 feet long, will be utilized asa 
confectionery establishment ; in the rear of 
that and extending 40 feet, the restaurant will 
be located, and behind that are the premises for 
a bakery and bake ovens, This store will be 
frescoed and ornamented, and finished off in 
a manner second to none in the city. 

One door to the north is the establishment 
occupied by Barber, Brignall& Co. asa dry 
goods, millinery and mantle store. This de- 
partment in dimensions ia the largest of its 
class between Toronto and Montreal, and bo- 
ing well lighted is a decidod acquisition to the 
block and the business houses of the city as 
well. ‘he first apartment attains a depth of 
ninoty fe-t, and from thence by an easy flight 
of stairs the ascent is made to the apartment 
occupied for the manufacture of mantles 
and millinery, which is 68 feet long. 
Underneath the main portion of the front is » 
commodious cellar, in which is located a largo 
furnace, which heats the store above. Behind 
this and underneath the millinery apartment 
is a large floored space, supplied with shelyes 
and intended for the display of oil cloths, 
mattings and carpets. Inthe centre of the 
front store isa Jarge and neatly arranged 
office, which is surmounted with a brass wire 
woreen. On the north sido of the door two 
vaults are located, one of which is used for 
storing the papers and accounts of the firm: 
and the other for tho safety of asilke. This 
class of goods is shown on a car which, on tho 
opening of the store, is run to’ its place by 
means of stationary car wheels, which run 

over a permanent track, andat tho close of 
business hours is pushed back into tho vault. 
This receptacle, which is of iron, coat alone 
3150. 

F. H. Rous & Co, will occupy the 
next storo to the north, It is 90 feet 
deop with an extension of 68 feet. In tho 
rear is an elevator which will be used for the 
purpose of hoisting crates, &, Tho collar in 
this buildiog, like that in the next, is floored 
and otherwiao fitted up for the reception of 
goods, 

Price & Co,, hardware morchants, will also 
ocoupy ono of the stores—the smaller one of 
tho quartette, which is, however, 90 foot long, 
It is fitted up oxprovsly for this tirm, and will 
be supplied with all tho necessary appoint- 
ments requisite for their business. 

Pho fronts of tho stores aro supplied with 
plate glass windows, and tho pillars support- 
ing tho front ore ombellinhed with tho neat 
handiwork of the carpontor and the glowing 
colors of the painter. 

On the second tight, which is reashod by 
tho ascont of a spac hall entrance and 
wide stairway, is a collection of large ordinary 
and convenient rooms, all of which are, 
like thone of the first and third flate, supplied 
with handsome cornices and neatly dosignod 
centro pieces, ‘Cho Mochanica’ Inatitute and 
Library Ansoviation occupy the front

Dolan the plastering, Wm. Wensley the paint- 
ing, W. & J. Taylor, of Toronto, supplied the 
vaults, of which there are a number, The 
cost was $25,000. 

TICKELL’S FURNITURE FACTORY. 


This place of business is located on the cor- 
ner of Great St James and Pinnacle Streets, 
and was erected by Mr, Alex’r Brown, the 
ownor, for tho present lessee. It is a substan, 
tial structure, and admirably adapted for the 
purposes intended. The western and north- 
ern sides are of brick, and the southern and 
eastern stone. Tho building is three stories 
high, with » cellar running the entire extent 
ofthe building, and is 75 by 35. In addition 
thero is a kiln 20% 15 feet, which is supplied 
with a boiler. In tho rear is a large shed 
built of wood, £826 ft. Lhe business office 
is locate’ near tho Pinnacle Street entrance ; 
and the remainder of the building is devoted 
to the manufacture of furniture and chair 
making. ‘Tho contractor for the mason work 
was Peter Warey; the carpenter work was 
done by Francia McKay. Cost, $4,500.

THE GOLD INTEREST. 
THE CRAIG MIN®. 

About five miles from the Village of 
Bannockburn is situated the Craig mine, 
which is being worked by Messrs, Van- 
kleok, Duffand Armatrong. Timo did not 
permit of a personal visit to this mine, but 
we were informed that a shaft is sunk 
to a depth of twenty-five feet in arich vein 
of quartz. 

Mr. Brown is pushing forward his 
crushor in the vicinity of the mino, to 
which the ore will be drawn and crushed. 

THE GATLING MINE. 


This mine, which is woll known by repu- 
tation in Belleville, is situated on lot 9, 
8th con. Marmora, a couple of miles from 
Dean and Williams’ mine, 

A large amount of money has been ox- 
ponded in developing this property, but for 
some time work was suspended for lack of 
sufficient capital to complete the work al- 
ready begun. 

On the east vein there has been sunk 
four shafts, one to the depth of 88 feet,one 
54, ono 24, and one 17 feet, 

On the centre vein there has been sunk 
two shafts, one 24 feet and one 20 feet in 
depth, and on the western vein two shafts, 
one to the depth ‘of 50 feet and ono 
45 foot. 

Lately sufficient new capital has been 
secured to complete the works,and the work 
of completing the crusher was being vigor- 
ously pushed forward at the timo of our vis. 
it, At the mine we found Genoral Tuttle, 
the Managing Director,and Mr, H.T.Strick- 
land, Vice-President of the Company, also 
Ospt. John O'Neil, the general superin- 
tendent, and Mr. John Taylor, builder, 
who has had large oxporionce in the con- 
struction of crushers both in Virginia City 
and in this county. ‘The main building 
for the crusher in which the machinery is 
being placed is 40x98 feet and stands upon a 
solid stone foundation. Upon one side isa 
large low building where is situated the 
drying pan and roasting furnace, which is 
built of brick 34x12 feet. On the other side 
of the main building is the engine room, 
where a seventy-four, four inch flue boiler 

is already in place,and two 35 H.P.engines 
are in position. Every thing about 
tho premises is being constructed on a gi- 
gantic scale and in the most thorough man- 
ner. The oro as delivered tothe crusher 
from the pit will first be passed through a 
Blake Rock crusher, which will break it 
amall enough to be fitfor the twenty stamp 
mill which pulverizes it, when it passes to 
the Buddles, where the useless rock is got 
ridof. The ore remaining is then carried 
to the drier, whore it is dried, from 
thence to the furnaces whero it is roasted, 
and then taken out and cooled, it theu 
passes to a tank from which it passes 
through upper and lowergrinders, thence 
into leaches or washers, which are charged 
within ten inches-of the bottom, thence 
into amalgamators which aro similarly 
charged, thence to shaking tables, thence 
over @ copper straight with copper pins and 
rake working in sink. 


By the above short and imporfect des- 
cription of the stages through which the 
ore passes, it will be seen that a large 
amount of machinery is necessary to separ- 
ate the gold from foreign substances. 

The mine isa short distance from the 
crusher, where an engine will be at once 
orected for elevating the ore and frecing 
the mino from water. This engine will be 
also attached to acar that will deliver the 
ore to the crusher, thereby saving the ex- 
pense of teaming the ore. 

Asmany mon as can be economically 
used are engaged completing the works, 
which will be soon in operation, when a 
largo force of men will be omployed in 
mining. Alroady a largo quantity of ore 
ia mined ready for crushing when tho mill 
is completed. 

Tho oro at this mino is of « superior 
quality,and os tho quantity is almost inex- 
haustiblo groat rosults are expected from 
tho working of the mine. The samples of 
gold bearing quartz shown are yory tino, 
and we wero shown a saucer of black dirt 
filled with particles of gold, some of which 
wore as large as poas, which was dug up 
noar tho dwelling by a little boy, the son 
of Capt, O'Neil.

Brown, 
Nitro-Glycerine Pxplosion, 


FELT FORTY MILES OFF, 
Amusnsrauno, Ont, Deo. 13.—The maga- 
zine of nitro-glycerine and mica powder on 
Fox Island, opposite here, exploded Jast night 
about 8:30 with a terrific report, shaking tho 
ground like an earthquake, breaking many 
plate glass windows in tho town and frighton- 
ing the people generally, The explosion was 
felt forty es away in Leamington and 
Ruthven, abaking every house in both towns, 
aud startling the inhabitants.

Jousx JOHNSTON, mason, was the first wit- 
hess sworn =H id that on the day of eleo- 
tion ho was working for Mr. Robertson, chiefly 
in Marney Ward ; heasked Peter Morgan and 
John Daly to vote; spent some money that 
day ; spont on election day $200—nearly $150 

; 8 ‘as given to voters, 
treated himself and 
x probably fifty treats ; treated 
only ore man that he know to be a voter, that 
was P. M. Nulty ; had treated as frejuently 
on election day beforo ; most of the treating 
was on the night after tha election; did not 
romomber all the persons he gave money to, 
but thought he gave as much as $7 to one man, 
aud from that down t+ 81; the average paid 
would be about $2.50; the money which he 
spent was his own; had received it cithor 
from Mr Robertson or Mr, Ashley on contact; 
go $50 from Mr, Robertson, which he sent for 
on account, on the morning of election ; got 
$350 from Mr. Robertson on the Saturday 
before the election.

FROM LIMA. | 
GREAT BATTLE. 
Defeat of Allied Army, 


Panama, Dec. 6.—Advices from Lima 
to November 25 bring intelligence of un 
important battle at « place called San 
Francisco on November 18th. The allied 
Peruvians and Bolivians under Buondia, 
numbering about 12,000, attacked the in- 
vading army. The Chilians were in strong- 
ly entrenched positions. ‘The allies were 
defeated with a loss of 3,000, The ardor | 
of the Bolivians is said to be cooling since 
the loss of the Huascar, Discontent is 
rapidly spreading in the Bolivian army. 
The Chilian frivate Blanco Esmeralda on | 
the 18th captured the Peravian gunboat 
Pileomay. Tho outlook for the Peruvians, 
both on land and water, is anything but 
favorable. The Government has issued a 
decree ordering that all silver mined in the 
country shall be subject to purchase by the 
Government at a fixedrate in paper, An 
export duty on sugar has also been de- 
creed, 

The battle at San Francisco must have 
been disastrous in the extreme. Part of 
the allied army ia reported at Tarapaca on 
the 22nd, and the whereabouta of the ro- 
mainder isa mystery. Before the battle 
Gen. Daza, with 4,000 Bolivians left Tacua 
to join Bueda, but after atwo days march 
the troops refused to advance and returned 
to Arica. ‘ 

Trouble is anticipated between the Péru- 
vian forces and their singular allies, as 
suspicions of treachery are strong, the 
Prefect of Iqnique, General Lavalle, having 
sent ail his men to Gen. Buendia and turn- 
ed the town over to the foreign Consuls 
even before a demand for itt surrender by 
Ohilians had been made, and took the first 
steamer for Arica. He will be punished 
for his cowardly action. 

At Lima the outlook is decidedly un- 
satisfactory.

Dairymon ovorywhoro fool that thoir proa- 
pots are brightuning, and thoir industry 
ia quite othorwiso than hopeless. And 
now that they havo felt tho discourage- 
mont of very low prices for several years, 
and have been crushed between the upper 
and tho nother millstones—betwoon low 
prices and short product—lot them put 
thoir ‘houses in order,” in that over 
which they havo control,. and climinato 
the short product from the case. They 

» aro in the condition of the grain raisor who 
cultivates two acres to got the product of 
ono—have the labor and nearly alltho ex- 
pense with only half a crop } thoy pay rent 
for their own land by doing half the labor 
for nothing. So, many a dairyman foods 
and milks 20 cows, and gots only the profit 
of 10, When prices are unusually high, thoy 
are cheerful under this management, as 
they can save something; but tho momont 

rices fall they aro in distress; but they lay 
fe all to tho low markets, whon that is only 
half the trouble, So far as profit is con- 
corned, the man with ten good cows can 
sayo more money, with half tho price for 
the product, than the man with 20 cows 
and a high prico for a amall product ; bo- 
cause the latter expends twice the labor, 
and noarly twice the food for the samo pro- 
duct. Tho manufacturer of cotton or 
woollen goods pays thegreatest attention to 
to the machinery with which he carries on 
business, He knows that he cannot com- 
peto in the market with those whose 
machinery can produce cotton fabrics for 
one quarter cent per yard less than his. 

‘And even a less fraction than this of saving 

would make all the difference between 

‘success and failure, 

With tho dairyman the cow ia the ma- 
chine that manufactures the staple of his 
dairy goods. Why should he not be as 
has and cautious in selecting his 

ord of cows as is tho cotton manufacturer 

in the machinery to work out his fabrics? 

How long do dairymen think that any 

class of manufacturers could continue in 
business if no greater attention were paid 
to the details than dairymen give to theirs? 


Ono third of all the cows kept by dairy- 
mon in the United States produce less milk 
than will pay their keep. These are sim- 

ly aclog upon the business, and wero 
tter given away than kept. Does not 
this most important matter appeal to 
dairymen everywhere, that they should at 
once sot about weeding out their poor 
cows, so that they may be ablo to reap a 
harvest with a good market, and protect 
themselves against loss with low prices?

OF THE 


3,000 pounds of milk per year, while se- 
lected cows will produce 6,000 pounds, on 
an average. 
The value of a cow,measured for factory 
cheeso production, is determined by the 
unds of milk she yields, and may be 

Pooked at wholly from this standpoint ; in 
which case nothing less than 6,000 pounds 
-should be satrsfactory. The cheese dairy- 
inan has thena simple standard of selection 
—moerely tho yield of milk—and the sale 
milk dairyman has the same standard, 
This is very easily determ'ned with a pair 
of spring scales hung in a stable, with a 
book having a name or number for cach 
cow; and by weighing and entering the 
milk of each cowin the the book one day 
in a week, the average of these weighings 
will give the average yield per day, near 
enough for all practical purposes. Oan't a 
dairyman afford to take this small trouble 
to learn the individual character of his 
cows, when profit or loss depend upon it ? 
A cow that yields only 3,000 pounds, at 
five or six years old, should be got rid of 
as a pauper that lives on your charity and 
refuses towork, Only heifers with the 
first calf can be tolerated with so low a 
yieldjand the prospect is not favorableeven 
with the heifer. Sho should yield 4,000 
pounds the firat season to offer much en- 
couragement to keep her, A heifer whose 
udder does not reach back and well up had 
better be discarded at once. Ifthe udder 
is round and hangs downin front of her 
legs, like a four quart pail, sho is not 
worth an experiment. It becomes neces: 
sary for dairymen to study all the substan- 
tial points of a good cow, that they may ( 
avoid throwing away food upon an animal 
not designed to yield milk in paying quan- 
tity. 


FOR A BUTTER DAIRY. 


If the object of the dairy is to produce 
butter, then each cow must be tested for 
yila and quality of butter. This can only 
@ done to any proper effect by churning 
each cow's cream for at least one week, 
keeping also the weight of her milk. Tho 
Percentage of cream is not a reliable ‘test ; 
as from the same cows, at one time 24 Ibs. 
of cream will produce a pound of butter, 
and at another,4 Ibs of cream are required. 
Only actual churning of cream can doter- 
mine the yield of butter. In selecting a 
herd wholly for butter, it is hardly worth 
while to keep acow of whose milk it ro- 
uires more than 25 lbs. for one of butter 
£ .is also objectionable if the butter 
should be light colored; but if the quantity 
and quality are otherwise satisfactory, it is 
better to retain her, for the color is easily 
remedied. Theso individual tests for butter 
are ns well made during the first month 
after coming in ; for as the season is then 
usually cool,the milk of each cow can more 
easily be handled separately. 
Tn testing for butter, a cow that ought 
to be discarded in a cheese dairy, might be 


airy. One cow may produce more butter 
from 4,000 lbs. of milk than another from 
6,000 lbs., and each of these cows should 
bo put in her proper place, A cow is not 
worthy ofa place ina butter dairy that 
doos not yield 200 lbs. of butter per year; 
and the aim should be to reach 300 lbs. 
percow. Onehad much better keep 10 
Cows that produce 3,000 lbs. of butter, 
than keep 15 cows to reach the same 
amount. Almost every dairyman, by pro- 
er tests made this fall, will find some of 
is cows that ought to bo disposed of as 
unprofitable for ono branch or tho other of 
dairying. There should be no hositation 
when he learns the facts ; for an unprofit- 
able cow only adds tothe Iabor, and de- 
ducts from tho profits,—National Live 
Stock Journal.

Iwillintroduce te you a man who 
will announce what many will not bo pleased 
to hear, that New York can no longer be call- 
ed the Empire State. If New York City 
takes no caro of itself in the matter of cheap 
transportation, some other State like Mary- 
land, will take our place, and we will be a 
thing of the past. Unless wo absolve our- 
selves from capitalists. we shall but stand ge- 
cond in transportation as wo do in product, 
Tam thankful to state that Canada has taken 
tho first prize for cheese, and Wisconsin for 
butter.

Having said thus much, would it not be well 
for the ratepayers of Belleville to soundjthe 
candidates on'the question of Smelting Works!

ments; after that the cost of an additional 
stack or stacks would be light,’ The Oswego 
writer then goos on to state that ‘a fur- 
nace that could thus be built in small lo- 
calities for $75,(00 could doubtless now be 
built for $50,000 when to obtain other great 
advantages their location should be such as to 
have a rock foundation without cost and stone 
at hand for $2 yer cord, suitable for building 
the furnace and other buildings required for 
operating it ;” all of which we have at hand, 
and therefore would be able to build much 
cheaper than in those places where the mate- 
rial has to be brought from a distance, 

This writer gives a large margin of 100 per 
cent profit : I will not go the length he has

LIFE IN THE CAKAVAN. 


Life in a showman’s caravan is peculiar | 


and avomalons at tho. be Its. oxperi- 
ences, its habits, its influences are differ- 
ent altogether from a common house ex-

Sweet vs. Sour Oream. 


(From the American Dairyman.) 


It is quite pinia that somo of our correspon 
dents do not recognize the difference be: 
tween theaweet acd sour curd controvoray 
going on at the present timo, and the swoet 
and sour curd controvery which raged ten or 
fifteen years ago. But as wo havo no idols 
to aot up or take down, and aro willing that 
every man should havo all tho oredit that be- 
longs to him, and no more, we propose to give 
a brief bistory of the controversy. 


Before the factory system was adopted, 
such things as sour curds, tainted cards and 
floating curds were nover hoard of—at leart, in 
onatry. Tbese came from the new con 

dition of things, the sour curds from impor: 

feotly cloansed pails and oans, and the taint 
ed and floating curds, from carrying hot milk 

Jong distances in close, unventilated oans. 

Tho sour curds favtorymen could acoount for, 

they had seen sour milk, and know whxt it 

meant, but they did not so well kaow how to 

make it into good choeso, ‘The result «as 
many a batch of sour cheeso, with puckered 
and cracked faces, dripping like a leech. 
Gradually thoy learned that thoy must get 
the action of heat and rennet on these curds, 
~and expel the whoy before putting them to 
press. Thero was, and is, an unavoidable loss 
of butter, bat our factorymen have acquired 
romarkablo skill in this direetion, and now 
obviate most of the worst features of former 
times, 

But tainted milk and the accompaniyne 
floating curds, wére the very devil in the 
cheeso vat. Here was something new It 
hed never occurred to anyone that fresh milk 
might taint ‘ike fresh meat. Gradually, how- 
ever, it was discovered that this kind of milk 
and curd wore always sweet as long as tho 
curd hufted and threatened to lift the roof of 
tho factory off. Finally it was found that if 


#uch a batch could be made to sour, it stop- 
pod the putrofactive action aud made a firm 
curd, It was also found that a certain 


exactly when the requisite amount of 
was developed and the curd ready to dip, At |, 
the saine timo it was understood that tho acid 
must not be allowed to got the start of tho 
action of the rennet and heat. The writer of 
this was, ip 1866, educated by one of the 
most successful factorymen into the mysteries 
of miking cheese with rennet, heat and acid, 
‘and it is not vanity to say that he had more 
than ordinary success. Later tho hot iron

manent by the modified Cheddar system in- 
troduced by Macadam.

Public Schools Promotion Hxam- 
ination, North Hastings. 


In accordance witha purpose announced 
somo time ago by the Inspector of Schools for 
North Hastings, an examination of candidates 
for admission to the fith class in the public 
schools was held at Madoc, on Dec. 16thand 
17th inst.

S, No, 6, Madoc, None of the teachers 
mentioned examined his own pnpils’ papers, 
To pass it was necessary to obtain one-third 
of the marks givon for each subjoct, one-half 
of the marks givon for the parsing questions 


on the grammar paper, and ono-hslf of the 
totat marks (560) assigned, 
Tn valuing the answers in grammar, goo- 
graph and composition, one mark was de- 
ineted for cach orror in spelling. 

The examination will be held half yearly,

They recall 
the picturo | my fanoy usod to draw in the 
May morning of life, when as yot IT only 
knew the world through books, and beliov- 
edit to bo all that poets had painted it; 
and they bring with thom tho flavor of 
those honest days of yore, in which per- 
haps, with equal fallacy, I am apt to think 
the world was more homebred, social and 
joyous than at present, I regret to say that 
they are daily growing moro and moro 
taint, being gradnally worn away by time, 
but still more obliterated by modern fash, 
jon. They resemble those picturesque 
morsels of Gothic architecture, which we 
see crumbling in various parts of the coun- 
try,partly dilapidated by the waste of ages, 
and partly lost in the additions and altera- 
tions of later days. Pootry, however, ‘clings 
with fondness about the rural game and 
holiday revel, from which it has derived so 
many of its themes—as the ivy winds its 
rich} foliage about the Gothic arch and 
mouldering tower, gratofully repaying their 
support by clasping together their tottering 
remains, and, as it wero, embalming them 
in yerdure, 

Of all the old festivals, however, that of 
Christmas awakens the strongest and most 
heartfelt associations. Thore is a tone of 
solomn and sacred feeling that blends with 
our conviviality, and lifts the spirit toa 
state of hallowed and elevated enjoyment. 
The services of the church about this soa- 
son are extremely tender and inspiring. 
They dwell on the beautiful story of the 
origin of our faith, and the pastoral scenes 
that accompanied its announcement, They 

dually increase in fervor and pathos 

Ning the season of Adyent, until they 
break forth in full jubilee on the morning 
that brought peace and good-will to men. 
Ido not know a grander effect of music on 
the moral feelings than to hear the full 
choir and the pealing organ performing a 
Ohristmas antHem in a cathedral, and’ fill- 
ing eyery part of the vast pile with tri- 


Itis a beautiful arrangement, also, de- 
rived from days of yore, that this festival, 
which commemorates the announcement of 
the religion of peace and Jove, has been 
made the season for gathering together of 
family connections, and drawing closer 
again those bands of kindred hearts, which 
the cares and pleasures and sorows of the 
world are continually operating to cast 
loose : of calling back the children of a 
fimily, who have launched fotth in life, 
and wandered widely asunder, once more 
to assemble about the paternal hearth, that 
rallying place of the affections ; there to 
grow young and loving again among the 
endearing mementoes of childhood, 


Thero is something in the very season of 
tho year that givos a charm to the festivity 
of itmas. At other times we derive a 

eat portion/of out pleasures from the mere 

eauties of nature, Our feelings sally forth 
aud dissipate themselves over the sunny 
landscape, and wo “Jive abroad and every- 
where,” The song of the bird, the murmur 
of the stream, the breathing fragrance of 
epringe the soft voluptuousness of summer, 

he golden pomp of autumn ; earth with its 
mantle of refreshing green, and heaven 
With its deep delicious blue and its cloudy 
magnificence, all fill us with mute but ox- 
quisite delight, and we revel in the luxury 
of more sensation, Butin the depth of 
winter, when nature lies despoiled of every 
charin,and wrapped’in her shroud of sheet- 
ed sow, we turn for our gratifications to 
moral success. ‘Tho dreariness and desola- 
tion of tho landscapo,the short gloomy days 
and darksomo nights, while they circum- 
scribe our wanderings, shut in our feelinge 
also from rambling abroad, and make us 
more keenly disposed for the pleasure of 
the social circle. Our thoughts aro more 
concentrated: our friendly sympathies more 
aroused. We feel more sensibly the charm 
of each other's society, and are brought 
more closely together by dependence on 
each other for enjoyment. ‘eart ealleth 
unto heart; and we draw our pleasures from 
the deep wells of loving-kindness, which 
lie in the quiet recesses of our bosoms; and 
which, when resorted to, furnish forth tho 
pure element of domestic felicity. 

The pitchy gloom without makes the 
heart dilate on entering the room filled 
with the glow and warmth of the evening 
fire, The ruddy blaze diffuses an artificial 
summer and sunshine through the room, 
and lights up cach countenance in a kind- 
lier welcome. Where does the honest face 
of hospitality expand into a broader and 
moro cordial smile—where is the shy glance 
of love more sweetly eloquent—than by 
the winter fireside / and as the hollow blast 
of wintry wind rushes through the hall, 
claps the distant door, whistles about the 
casement, and rumbles down the chimney, 
what can be moro grateful than that feel- 
ing ofsober and sheltered sccurity, with 
which we look round upon the comfortable 
chamber and tho scene of domestic hilarity? 

The English, from the great provalonce 
of rural habit throughout every class of 
society, have always been fond of those 
festivals and holidays which agreeably in- 
terrupt the stillness of country life ; and 
they were, in former days, particularly 
observant of the religious and social rites 

yf Ohristmas. It is inspiring to read oven 

thodry details which somo antiquaries 
have given of the quaint humors, the bur- 
losque pageants, the complete abandonment 
to mirth and goodfellowship, with which 
the festival was colobrated. It soemed to 
throw open every door, and unlock every 
heart. It brought the peasant and the 
poer together, and blonded all ranks in ono 
warm gonorous flow of joy ond kindness, 
Tho halls of castles and manor-housea re- 
sounded with tho harp and the Ohristmas 
carol, and their ample boards groaned un- 
der tho weight of hospitality. Evon tho 


tho choorful fire glanced its rays through 
tho lattice, inviting tho passongers to raise 
the latch, and join the gossip knot huddled 
round the hearth, bogniling the long oven- | 
ing with logendary jokes and oft-told | 
Obristmas tales. 

Ono of tho loast pleasing effects ot mod- 
orn refinomentis tho havoo it has made 
among the hearty old holiday customs. It 
has completely takon off the sharp touch- 
inga and spirited roliofs of theso embollish- 
monts of life, and has worn down soclety | 
into a mere sniooth and polished, but cer- 
tainly a loss charactoristio surface. Many 
of tho games and corémonials of Christmas 
haye entirely disappeared, and, like the 
shorris sack of old Falstaff, are becoming 
mattors of speculation and dispute among 
commentators. ‘They flourished in times 
of spirit and lustihood, when men enjoyod 
life roughly, but heartily and vigorously ; 
times wild and picturesque, which have 
furnished pootry with its richest matorials, 
and the drama with its most attractive 
varioty of characters and manners. Tho 
world has become worldly, There is moro 
of dissipation, and less of enjoyment. 
Pleasure has expanded into a broader, but 
a shallower stream ; and has forsaken 
many of those deep and quiet channols 
whore it flowed sweetly through the calm 
bosom of domestic life. Society has ac- 
quired a more onlightoned and ologant 
tone ; but it hos lost many of its strong 
local pecularities, its homo-bred feelings, 
its honest fireside delights. Tho tradi- 
tionary customs of yolden-hearted angen: 
ity, its foudal hoipitalities, and lordly 
wassailings, have passed away with tho 
baronial castles and stately manor-houses 
in which thoy wore celebrated. They 
comported with tho shadowy, hall, the 
great ouken gallery, and the tapeatried 
parlor, but are unfitted to the light showy 
saloons and gay drawing-rooms of the 
modern villa, 

Shorn, however, as itis of its anciont 
and festive honors, Christmas is still a por- 


iod of delightful excitement in England. 
It is gratifying to see that home feeling 
completely aroused which holds so power- 
ful a place in every Dnglish bosom. ‘The 
preparations making on every side for the 
social board that is again to unite friends 
and kindred; the presents of good cheer 
passing and repassing, those tokens of ro- 
gari, and quickeners of kind feclings: the 
evergreens distributed about houses and 
churches, emblems of peace and gladness; 
all these havo the most pleasing effect in 
producing fond associations, and kindling 
benevolent sympathies. Even the sound 
of the Waits, Xe as may be their min- 
strelsy, breaks upon the mid-watches of a 
winter night with the effect of perfect har- 
mony. As I have been awakened by them 
in that still and solemn hour, ‘‘when deep 
sleep falleth upon man,” I have listened 
with a hushed delight, and connecting 
them with the sacred and joyous occasion, 


have almost fancied them into anothor 
celestial choir, announcing peace and good- 
will to mankind. 

How delightfully the imagination, when 
wrought up by these moral influences, turns 
everything to melody and beauty! The 


yery crowing of the cock, heard sometimes the City Council for the year 1880. 


in the profound repose of this country, 

“tolling the night watches of his feathery 

dames,” was thought by the common peo- 
le to announce the approach of this sacred 
eatival :— . 

“Some say that ever ’gainst the season comes 

Wherein our Saviour’s birth is celebrated, 

This bird of dawning singeth all night long ; 

And then, they say, no spirit dares stir abroad ; 

The punta are wholesome—then no planets 

strike, 

No fairy takes, no witch hath power to charm, 

So hallowed and so gracious is the time.” 

Amidst the general call to happiness, the 
bustle of the spirits, and stir of the affec- 
tions, which prevail at this period, what 
bosom can remain insensible! It is, in- 
deed, the season of regenerated feeling— 
the season for kindling, not merely the fire 
of hospitality in tho hall, but the genial 
flame of charity in the heart. 

The scene of early love again rises green 
to memory beyond the sterile waste of 
years; and the idea of home, fraught with 
the fragrance of home-dwelling joys, re- 
animates the drooping spirit; as the 
Arabian breeze will sometimes waft the 
freshness of the distant fields to the weary 
pilgrim of the desert.

THE TRENT VALLEY CANAL. 


Interview with the Dominion 
Government on the Subject. 


(From the Globe ) 

Urrawa, Dec. 23,.—This 
eleven o'clock tho members of the ‘T'rent 
Valley Canal deputation waited on the 
Ministor of Railways in the Railway Com- 
mittee rooms in the House of Commons. 
Tho deputation numbered somo fifty-four 
delegates. The members of Parllament 
present were :—Meassrs, Hector Cameron, 
Hilliard, Burnham, Cockburn and Keeler, 
and of the Local Legislature, Measra. Blez- 
ard and Peck, 

The members of Parliament introduced 
the deleyates to the members of tho Gov- 
ernment present, who were Sir Charles 
Tupper, chairman,Sir John A, Macdonald, 
Hon, Mackenzie Bowell, and Hon, M. 
Masson. The chairman of the deputation 
was Mayor Lundy, of Petorboro’, and the 
secretary, Mr. H. H. Smith, councillor, of 
Peterboro’. Mr Trudeau, Deputy-Minis- 
ter of Railways and Canals, was also pre- 
sent, 

Mayor Lundy, of Petorboro’, as chair- 
man of the deputation, thanked the Min- 
isters for the reception accorded them, and 
presented a number of petitions in favor of 
the scheme. He also presented a memor- 
andum setting forrth reasons why the 
canal should be constructed.

question was one of general importance, 
and was not of a sectional or local character, 
Even if it were looked upon from this nar- 
row view, however, he felt that this C- 
tion of the country should not be over- 
looked. The country was of a vory fertile 
character, and liad been greatly blessed by 
nature for the purposes of « channel of in- 
ter-lake navigation. The proposed system 
of navigation would be about 230 miles in 
h, and according to Mr. Stark's 
estimate would only require the con- 
struction of some 60 miles of canal to 
connect the varions stretches of water. 
He narrated the facts relative to the 
transference of the works to the Ontario 
Government by the lato Administration, 
and tho cancelling of the transference by 
their successors, acting on a report pre- 
sented to the House of Commons last ses- 
sion by a Committee specially appointed to 
consider the question in relation to the 
proposed canal. The first question to be 
considered was, What engineering difli- 
culties, etc., are there to the completion of 
the scheme? But such a problem had 
been satisfactorily solved by Mr. Stark, 
who reported that there were none. Asto 
the cost, he estimated it would be about 
three millions of dollars. It was only con- 
templated to build a canal giving five feet 
of water in the locks. 1t was said by many 
that the day of canals was passed, but 
statistics proved tho contrary. Recent 
statislica showed that two-thirds of all the 
grain which entered the port of New York 
was conveyed by canals, and only one-third 
by the numerous railways which centred 
that clty. 


Sir Charles Tupper—Was that last year? 


Mr. CAMERON, resuming, replied in the 
affirmative, and said that that statement 
was satisfactory proof to him that the days 
of cauals were not past. No doubt water 
afforded the cheapest means of carrying 
grain. He believed that the demands of 
our own Narth-West and the North-West- 
ern States for the exportation of cereals 
would give ample employment for every 
canal and overy railroad that could be built 
to communicate with thom. ‘The construc- 
tion of the section of the Canada Pacitic 
Railway from Thunder Bay to Manitoba, 
seemed to require the construction of such 
a canal as this, When the geain arrived at 
Thunder Bay, should it be carried down tho 
Inko through the canal, or should « short 
means of communication through their own 
territory be provided? Uargoes transferred 
into barges on the Georgian Ray would pass 
down this canal to the Bay of Quinte and 
to the St. Lawrence without transhipment. 
Only a partial benefit waa derived from the 
cargoes of vossels passing through the Wel- 
land Canal, while by this scheme Montreal 
would be the great exporting point. Ano- 
ther consideration for tho Government was 
that this canal wonld benefit the St. Law- 
rence canals, on which the Government 
was spending so much money, and which, 
he was free to admit, scarcely paid the in- 
terest on the principal. It was said that 
the construetion of this canal would provide 
arival to the Welland Canal, on which the 
Dominion Goyernment had expended so 
much money ; but it must be apparent to 
overy thinking man that the Welland Canal 
was in direct competition with the Erie 
Canal, and that that proposed was an en- 
tirely supplementary scheme. The relative 
diatanco from western points to the soa 
board via the Welland and Erie canals was 
slightly in favor of tho latter, and from that 
circumatance he drew an argument in favor 
of the Trent River scheme, He concluded 
by oxpreasing confidence in the Govern- 
ment’s impartial consideration of the claims 
of this schom: me in which his con- 
stituents hal so d n intorest. 


Mr. Cauxuaiz, who was tho second del- 
gato to speak, pointed out that the Brio 
Canal stood unrivallad in tho grain carry- 
ing trado, and anid that if that canal had 
beon successful how much more successful 
ought this one to be? The draught of wa- 
ter in the Erie Canal locks was oply ono 
foot more than that at presont in tho Trent 
navigation works, while the locks were 
longer in tho latter caso, and tho gates 
wider, He pointed out how tho early com- 
plotion of a portion of the scheme would 
tond to thedovelopment of the mining in- 
dustry in Marmora and Madoc, the ores 
excavated trom which district were being 
at present carried partly by rail and_partly 
by water to tho Bay of Quinte. Viewed

Mr. Oanxeore in reply said that the | 
Ottawa achome would coat from twelve to | 
twenty-seven millions—and this did not 
include a harbor at the mouth of the | 
French River, It was very far north, and 
would not bs open so long in tho year ak 
tho Trent Canal. Bosides,in the estimates 
no account had been taken of the cost of | 
coustrocting a harbor at Fronch River, 
which, being atpresont far from safe for 
shipping, would require a largo oxpendi- 
ture of money ; whereas at wostern 
entrance of the Trent Canal thero was the 
harbor at Midland—one of the finest and 
safeston the Iakes. The Trent acheme 
had one of the best harbors on Georgian 
Bay. There was only twenty miles in 
distance in favor of the Ottawa scheme, 
and this he did not think would justify | 
the oxtra expenditure. Ho believed that 
both schemes would be required, but 
thought that they should first build the 
one that could be the most casily and the 
cheapest constructed, which was the Trent 
Canal. 

Mr. McOva1o expressed the opinion 
that a five feet draught of water barge 
would not carry sufficient grain to enable 
thom to cheapen the cost of transport, 

Mr, Canneote believed that their locks 
were adapted for the most economical car- 
tying of the time. At tho present time 
scows carry down the Trent River works 
450 tons of ore each. 

In reply to another queation, 

Mr, Canneoie said it was proposed to 
unload the lake propellers at Midland and 
transport the grain in barges from that 
point to Montreal. He had also been in- 
formed that for Montreal it was better to 
carry the grain in small bulk, because of 
the want of storing capacity. 


Mr. McCuaie said that ho did not op- 
pose the scheme, but the question which 
the country at large would ask would be— 
How could the cost of transport be re- 
duced by the carrying out of their views 7 
it was a question with him with the under- 
takings they had on hand whether they 
were not a little fast. 

Mr, Canneoue replied, holding that the 
Trent Valley scheme offered decided ad- 
vantages in point of economy, and especial- 
ly in the matter of insurance, wherein a 
large saving would be effected,

Mr, 
Starke had not only found that this could 
be accomplished by an expenditure of three 
millions, but also that the distanco might 
be shortened by passing across instead of 
taking the circuitous route now pursued, 
He need not tell thera that the Govern- 
ment wea most anxious to look at 
the question in the broadest aspect, 
butinthe present financial position of 
the country they were unable to carry 
out all the projects which were found per- 
fectly, feasiblo, sound, and desirable, In 
the preaent financial condition of the coun- 
try, when the Finance Minister was endea- 
voring to place the Government upon a 
sounder financial basis than it had unfor- 
tunately occupied for several years past, 
and when it was necessary that the credit 
of the country should bemaintained abroad, 
it would be the duty as well as the aim “of 
the Right Hou, the Premier and his col- 
leagues to approach the subject with duo 
reference to the great public works which 
the country was at present engaged in 
pushing. It was perfectly obvious to every 
one that the decreasing of the cost of trans- 
porting grain must have an important effect 
in contributing to the rapid development 
and settlement of the North-West, and the 
question of cheapening the transportation 
of the produce of the North-West must at 
anearly day occupy the Government's 
attention. The Government,he need hardly 
say,was most anxious that tho traflic tothe * 
seaboard should pass through their own 
country as far as possible. He closed by 
stating that the subject would be carefully 
considered by him, with a view of adopting 
the deputation’s wishes at the earliest pos- 
qe moment when the country demanded 
we 

Sir Joun Macponaup suid that he had 
but little toadd to the remarks made by 
the Minister of Railways and Canals. He 
referred to the history of the work, spoke 
of ite importance, and ssid that the views 
of the delegation wonld receive the fullest 
consideration. Prima facie it was shown 
to be a valnuble scheme, and if, after fur- 


resume of the agitation, and pointed to the 
fact that before the troubles of '37 the 
Government expended $670,000 on this 
work,of which portions willjstill be in ex- 
cellent condition, He then recited several 
arguments in favor of adopting the Trent 
River scheme. Instead of freight being 
carried round two sides of a triangle, as via 
the lakes, it would, through the Trent 
Rivor Canal, pass across the base, and 
effect a great saving in distance. As to 
tho question of cost, the arguments in ita 
favor were still greater. The Ottawa and 
French River would cost from twelve to 
twenty-seven millions of dollars This pro- 
vided for a greater draught of water; but 
reducing it to the same draught, it would 
still cost three times more than the Trent 
Valley scheme. As compared with Mr, 
Capreol’s scheme the advantages were still 
stronger in their favor. No man with a 
knowledge of engineering would regard the 
Huron and Ontsrio Canal scheme as prac- 
ticable. The cost was estimated at thirty- 
six millione of dollars, and a large subsidy 
of land was to be given to the promoters 
of the scheme. Another rival—although 
rather northern—was the Hudson Bay 
scheme. He did not think it was necessary 
to consider this seriously at the present 
time, as it would be many years henge be- 
fore it would be realized. He considered 
it to be the duty of the Government to 
seriously consider this scheme, and - devise 
means, if possible, to carry it out, and he 
pressed npon them the necessity for con 
sidering the proposition in a proper light. 


Mayor Rivarp, of Montreal,said that on 
behalf of the city of Montreal he could 
not commit himself to any expression of 
opinion on the matter, He inerely was 
present to watch and report on the pro- 
ceedings. 

Ald. Nexson, of Montreal, endorsed the 
Mayor's remarks, and also spoke of the 
great wheat-producing qualities of the 
North-West and tho necessity for proper 
communications being afforded. He was 
not prepared to commit himself to the 
Trent Valley scheme, believing that a 
greater depth ould be secured. Ho 
was wodded wa certain oxtont to the 
Ottawa echome, believing that it would 
bo less liable to be topped by the Ameri- 
cans. Ho believed that the present effort 
was inthe interest of the country, and 
that if three to five million of dollars would 
accure it it would be money well invested. 


Mr. E. G. Sits, Reeve of Sidney, re- 
ferred to the water-power capacity of the 
Trent River to grind into flour all the wheat 
passing over it. 

Mr. Dumaxe, of Petorboro’, directed at- 
tention to the fact that the water of the 
Trent River could casily be controlled and 
dainmed. 

Some covtroversy between Mr. Mo- 
Cunig and tho rest of the deputation aroso 
at this point as to whether ordinary flat- 
bottomed canal barges carried grain across 
the lake, Mr. McCunig maintaining the 
affiemative view, and Mr. D. R. Murphy, 
of Tron Ald. Robertson, of Bolleville, 
and Mr, Hilliard, M. P’, tho negative. 


Sir Onannes Turren re-expressed his 
sonse of indebtedness to the deputation 
for having discussed, in the presence of 
tho Premier, hin colleagues, and himaclf, 
this question, which was undoubtedly ono 
of very great importance, Any one who 
looked at the map could seo why for fifty 
years past a good deal of attention had 
devoted to Tront navigation. ‘The 
lato Government—he might say the Gov- 
ernment of his right hon. friond—had 
passed au Order in Council transferring | 
tho works already constructed from the 
Dowinicn Government to tho Ontario 
Government, Aftor thoir accession to 
ofico their attention wan called to tho 
fact that their predecessors had _oxcoedod 
thoir powers in traneferring this work to 
tho Government of Ontario without a 
promise that tho latter should maintain 
it, and tho transfer had consequently beon 
cancelled. Apart from  theso considera. 
tions, tho prescnt Government were 
prompted to cancel tho transfer on account 
of the probability of the system of navi- 
gation being considered as ono of tho 
prospective outlets from the upper lakes 
of tho produce of the North-West of the 
Dominion and the North-Western Statos 
of the adjoining country, which territory 
‘on both sides of the frontier found this 
portion of Canada afforded tho most con- 
venient and economic ineans of commu.

Mr, Cameuon, M. P., referred to a char-

Sir Cuantes Torrer replied that the 
Government would throw no obstacle in 
the way of private enterprise, but proper 
guarantees would be expected. 


Mr. Cameron was of opinion that the 
Government should keep the work in their 
own hands. Hehoped that the Govern- 
ment would be able shortly to ask Parlia- 
ment, if not for a grant to build the works, 
at least for assistance to make further in- 
vestigation.

In portions of California fruit sustained 
groat damage. At St. Vincent, Minn, near 
the British lines, the spirit thermomoter 
stood 58 degrees below zero; at Crookston, 
56 below; at Grand Forks, 56; at Fargo, 40 
below. A severe snow storm prevailed 
along the line of the North Pacific, and 
trains were much delayed by drifts, In 
Utah, the cold has been unprecedented.

It is eomewhere rolated that a poor soldier, 
having had his skull fractured, was told by 
tho doctor that his brains were visible. ** Do 
writo and tell fathor of it,” said ho, ‘' for he 
always said Thad no brains.”

singlo word of proiso and appreciation, caro- 
lonsly droppod in his hearing, altered hin 
whole course of thought. Woe have often 
heard him say, ‘that word naved mo,” ‘The 
moment ho thought he could do well ho re- 
solved that ho would; and be haw dono woll, 
Paronts, theso aro important considerations,

1t does not at Jeast follow that 
those who are altogether much stronger than 
ourselves are not perhaps realizing their 
weakness much more, We ‘should not 
think of such a thing” as aiming to strength. 
en their hands and so very much mutual 
ministry is left undone, A little ohild may 
strengthen the hands of a giant and veteran 
in the faith, and it is just the giants and 
veterans who do not say to the feeble mem- 
bers, ‘I have no need of you.” ‘ 

“David sent to comfort Hanun by the 
hand of hii rvants.” St. Paul received the 
comfort of God by the coming of Titus, his 
“‘own non" in thefaith ; and he séems to 
have bad a great deal of both comfort and 
joy (which certainly aro most strengthening), 
at wecond hand, by the ‘fervent mind. to- 
ward” him of the Corinthians, s0 that ‘ ex- 
ceeding the more joyed we,” 

Agaip, those very near us often need 
strengthening; are we right if they have 
practically tolook farther for the strengthening 
which it might be ours to give? There may 
boa spiritual application of providing espec- 
ially for those of our own house.

‘tweak hands,,’ that we almost get tired of 
trying to strengthen them, and feel inclined 
to think it no use dealing with such hope- 
less feebleness ?

Dear Sin,—In the Ontario of the 26th, 
Mr. W. A. Hungorford replies to. my  lotter 
ofthe 4th, and I have carefully read it, hop- 
ing to gain some information, but find little 
but a column advertisement for his New York 
firm, but this is about all we can expect from 
a Grit Newapapor or a ronegado politican. 

Ife claims that New York «oes a larger tea 
trade than Canada. This I admit, but the 
claim that Now York does a largo tea trade in 
Canada, to-day, could only be put forth by 
one who can got from 10 to25 per cent, more 
for teas than any rotailmrn of good credit 
can buy at from » Canadian importer. 

Ho goes on to say, referring to the Inrecu 
oencen's editorial and my letter : 


In his first article he refers to credits having 
been sent to China and Japan, nnd were filled 
before the great advance in prices. Now, he 
ndinita that teas were bought in New York early 
in the late excitement. 


_ As regarda theso crodits, they were taken to 
China by » New York gentleman, whose name 
T can give, and who returned home again with 
his pocketa filled with those same Canadian 
credits. A second went and returned with a 
vimilar result. 


Tho first part of the first of the above para- 
graphs in correct, aud so is tho last, and tho 
reason teas were brought carly in the late 
excitement was that our merchants had to 
keep up their stocks, but so soon as their 
own importations »rrived they had the satis- 
faction of selling a great many invoices in 
Now York at handsome profits. I might 
farther state that Jarge quantities of greev, 
black aud Japan tear,imported by Canadians, 
are in the New York market to-day and are 
bringing better prices thanthey are in Canada, 


Tho rise in chooso this year began at about | 
the timo of the apparent’ absorption of the 
last of tho stock of 1878, and then it was that | 


the attention of shippers was drawn to the 
condition of the market as affected by the 
limited character of the now es. At this 


juncture x fow bold op aking the risk 
of the market abroad, succeeded in making 
quite a number of contracts for fall makes, but, 
asa rule, wo undorstand that factory mon re- 
funed to well boyord stocks on hand, The 
revival of business in Eogland now brought | 
about the same.eftect in this os in the butter 
market,to which we had occasion to refer last 
week. A rapid and almost uninterrupted rise | 
from 30s to 60s, took place, the price at this 
port, singularly onougb, rather leading that 
cabled from the other sido, upon which it was 
in reality dependent, Tho demand freely ab. 
sorbed all that came forward, and the cloee of 
navigation found stocks low in Liverpool, and | 
not largo at this port, the total visible acpply 
being generally estimated inadequite to the 
full requirements for consumption to be felt 
before the coming of another season, 

_ So it has happened that a most unpromis- 
ing season at the opening proves a very pro- 
fitable one at its close, fe is troe that not a 
few contracts were made by factory men at 
low prices, but last year the same plan work+ 
ed greatly in their favor, and, moreover, the 
contracts, wo believe, were generally made | 
not to extend beyond Vctober. Owing to the 
prolongation of fair pastaring weather, it is | 
thought that the November make this year 
ha exceptionally large, in which case 
th rymen haye somewhat of an offset 
against their early sales in the high price to 
be had for unexceptedly late makes, In a 
tnajority of instances, however, as we have 
aiready stated, farmers refused to contract 
ahead, and the consequence is that they have 
reaped a very Rood proportion of the gross 
price paid for the season's cheese by consum- 
ers abroad. In fact, all interested parties, 
shippers, handlers, dairymen and farmers, 
have done well, and have every reason to 
congratulate themselves upon the outcome of 
the year's business, As tothe future course 
of the market, if the points we bave touched 
upon seem to suggest a continued upward 
movement, it should not be forgotten that

I do not 
know of any New York gentleman taking ont 
a dollar's worth, andif he did he brought 
back very few, if sny. 

Tho next apread of this American oaglo is 
just what wo wanted, Here it is: 

Doos ‘* Young Hyson" remember that in the 
last year of Sir John Macdonald's late Adminis- 
tration, Sir Francis Hincks not only allowed 
tea to enter Canada free of daties, bat actually 
paid back to the merchants in Canada a rebate 
of 3 cts. per }b. This was when Canada was in 
her commercial glory. But, what is the first act 
of the new Administration? A ruinous tariff, 
which, in the face of the hardest times Canada 
has ever seen, cannot fail but bring condemna- 
tion from an enlightened, thinking public. 

“Young Hyson” remembers well that Sir 
Jokn A. Macdovald’s Jate administration took 
the daty off teas and gave n rebate of 30 a 
pound on all teas ont of bond. Ho also re- 
members that the first acts of the Mackenzie, 
Cartwright administration was to put a tax 
of 60 a pound on Green and Japan teas, and 
Soon Blacks, A most unfair and unjust 
tariff for the poorer classes, as the poor man 
had to pay the same duty as the man who 
deank high priced tea, in other words a tariff 
that mado the poor man pay for the rich man’s 
luxuries. The present tariff gives fair play 
and the poor man gets the bonotit, as 1 will 
prove by figures.

This is as it should be and makes the rich 
consumer pay his share of the revenue in pro- 
portion to his means, It must be borne in 
mind that the above calculations are based on 
teas imported direct to Caoada from the place 
of growtb,as they would from New York pay 
respectively, 90, and 17o, daty. 

He then goes on to deal out more informa- 
tion as follows : 

Tn a word, it costa on an average $5 duty on 
each half chest of tea imporied into Canada 
from the United States, which, fix it as you will, 
the consumer has to pay. And, as I claim, the 

ter part of the teas used in Canada come 
(SS the United States, I also claim that, as re- 


vards the Tea Question, the N. P. is not only a 
failure, but an imposition! 


His calculations aro based on a cost of 350 
in Now York and 50c to tho half chest, or 100 
a pound duty, whilo the same tea direct from 
the place of growth would just cost 640 duty 
or 2}o in favor of tho Canadian importer,—As 
to the greater part of the teas used in Canada 
coming from the States, 1 must ask better 
authority than Mr. H.,as tho statement is er- 
roncous, and Mr, H, must be either jguorant 
or untrathfal in the matter, as nearly all of 
tho teas for the Canadian trade this season 
aro imported direct from China and Japan. 

Mr. H, concludes by calliag me a coward, 
because I do not write above my own signa. 
ture, My reply to this is that Lam too mo- 
dest, and the public might think I was trying 
to advertise my firm at the cost of a nows» 
papor that should be paid for advertising,

The Course ot Cheese. 


(From the Journal of 


Yommearce. ) 


While tho present season has presonted un- 
usual featuros in very many branches of our 
oxport trado, in none, perhaps,are these more 


marked than in the cheese market. Rarely, 
if ever before, has a season opened no inaus- 
piciously as that just pas Tho large 


stocks held over from last year, not only in the 
city and throughout the cheese marts of tho 
Dominion, lat +till more notably in England, 
and the low price which ited doring tho 
winter months, only to be followed by further 
dealings and a sagging market upon the ad- 
vent of spring, togethor served as a strong 
ebeck upon the farmer and factor against free 
operations. To these agencies favoring dimin« 
ished production, was next added tho fairly 
ruinous figures reachod in mideummer, where- 
by dairymon wore lod to a not inconsiderablo 
extent to divert milk from its ordinary nso to 
tho fattening of calves and hogs, Finally, a 
long dry soauen addod Sta influence in the 
samo direction, though depriving the grass of 
moisture, to the impairment of ite milk-pro- 
ducing powor. To those soveral causes, all 
working directly to one end, may be traced a

probability, which wefind generally ignored, 
that consumption will not continue on the 
ordinary scale of former good years, since 
the revival of busincas, wailo having a 
thoroughly sourd basis is yet, on the surface, 
of a somewhat spasmodic and speculative 
character ; moreover the lower prices of 
meats might well have the effect of turning 
consumption largely in that direction, to the 
consequent neglect of cheese, In the present 
state of trade reactions, extending back in 
their effects to actual consumers, are not by 
any means remote possibilities, and perhaps 
it would be the part of wisdom to regard 
them as contingencies it were well to provide 
against.

THE AFGHAN WAR. 


Sir F. Roberts has a Two Days’ 
Engagement with the Enemy. 


THEY ARE DEFEATED ON ALL SIDES, 


Loyvon, Dec, 28.—Sir F. Roberts tele- 
graphs on the 23¢d_ inst :—Desultory at- 
tacks were kept up all day yesterday. In- 
formation was received that a general 
attack would be made at daybreak to-day. 
A large number of the enemy was seen 
occupying thedietant villages,and approach- 
ing nearer at dark. This morning a fire 
was lighted on the Asmi Heights. We 
were apprised that this would be the 
enemy's signal for anattack, Immediately 
the attack commenced on three sides, for 
which we were prepared. On the Behmaroo 
Heights some thousands collected, and evi- 
dently contemplated an assault, As soon 
as the enemy's intention was fully develop- 
ed I determined on a counter attack with 
cayalry and artillery, These issued by the 
gorge between Behamroo Heights, opened 
fire on the enemy's flank and speedily dis- 
lodged them. The cavalry pursued and 
sabred numbers of the enemy, who retired 
from ull points and hastily retreated to the 
city. We haye now ocoupied some advanced 
villages, particularly those on the Butkak- 
royd. Gough's camp is visible, six miles 
to the east. 

Roberts telegraphs on the 24th;—Our 
success yesterday is complete. The 
enemy's loss was severe, Our losses are 
five, including Captain Dundas and Lieut. 
Nugent by a prematare explosion when 
blowing up the towers of a neighboring 
village, and $3 wounded, The a ee 
are doing well. Those of the enemy living 
‘at Cabvl went to thoir houses after defeat 
of the Kohistanis and Logaris and reinain- 
ed at Uabul a few hours, but all fled during 
the night. Two of the enemy's leaders, 
Mushki Ali, a priest, aud Mahomed Jan, 
fied early in the day. Another prominent 
leader is reported to have fled with Yakoob 
Khan's eldest son towards Wardak, with 
cavalry in porsuit. The Bala Hissar and 
tho city will be taken possession of this 
afternoon, The former will be occupied 
if it appears certain that there is no danger 
from hidden mines. Yakoob Khan's wife, 
mother, and a daughter of the late Akbar 
Khan, who it is reported contemplate flight, 
‘and who did all in their power to incite the 
Afghans, will bo brought to Shirpur to-day. 
| telegraphed Bright to push forward de- 
tachments from Jugduluk to Lehbaba and 
Lutaband: I willsend a force to occupy 
Butkak tomorrow. Communication with In- 
dia will thus be rapidly restored. Gough's 
brigade arrived this morning. A slight snow 
foll last night; all well. 

Akbar Khan was tho principal opponent 
of tho British in 1841. His daughter, it 
in reported, distributed £20,000 to incite 
the Afghans to the present rising. 

‘A Oabul despatoh of the 14th, hitherto 
withhold by the Viceroy, discloses for the 
firat time Roborts’ danger at that date.

The closing hours of the year 1879 aro 
ebbing rapidly as we write, and be- 
fore the InTentiaeNcer again greets its 
readers tho old year will havo passed away 
and 1880 will have stepped upon the scene, 
bringing in its train new hopes and fears, 
new aspirations and new duties, 

A retrospective glance shows that 1879 
has been a most important ono in the his- 
tory of the Empire, the Dominion and of 
the City of Belleville in particular, whilst 
events of much historical intorest have also 
happened in foreign countries. Its first 
month witnessed the commencement of 
war with the Zulus of South Africa, one of 
the early fruits of which was the bloody 
massacre of Isandula, The death of the 
young Prince Imperial of France, in the 
service of the landin which his parents 
found shelter, will also render memorable 
for all time the Zulu war, After the ex- 
penditure of much blood and treasure, the 
Kaflirs have been subdued and their mon" 

arch Cetewayo is now a prisoner in the 
handsof his conquerors. Later, war broke 
out with Afghanistan,and after a conpara- 

.tively slight resistance the natives were 
apparently subdued and Yakoob Khan 
placed on his father's throne. Closely 
succeeding this event was the massacre of 
Sir Pierro Cavagnari, the British Reasi- 
dent at Oabul, which treacherous and 
detestable act was speedily punish- 
‘ed. Seizing another opportunity, the 
warlike Afghans once more rose against 
the invaders, Tho result, as told in our 
dispatches a few days ngo, was the 
complete defeat of the enemy. Success- 
ful thus in the field, it is gratifying to 
state that our brother Britons are ex- 
periencing the beneficial effects of a revival 
in sundry branches of trade. Still, the 
harvest was so deficient in quantity and 
the crops so poorin quality that the de- 
pression in the agricultural interest count- 
erbalances very largely tho benefits of the 
improvement in the manufacturing in- 
terest, Ireland, too, is laboring severely 
from the bad harvest, and to add to the 
other ills under which she is suffering a 
crowd of demagogues have cavéed an 
agitation amongst tho suffering people on 
the rent question. Let us hope that 1880 
has brighter things in store for the United 
Kingdom, and that prosperity moy return 
to all its members, 

The year has been one of the most im- 
portant in the history of the Dominion, 
The return of the Conservative party to 
power has been productive of highly bene- 
ficial effects. By the changes effected in 
the fiscal policy of the Government, a 
yreat stimulus has been given to the manu- 
facturing interests of the country, whilst 
the mining and agricultural industries 
have also been considerably benefitted. A 
more than usually bounteous harvest has 
blessed the country, and if the same 
measure of prosperity as the Dominion en- 
joyed in 1872 has not yet been reached, 
along stride has been made towards it. 
Confidence once more restored in business 
circles, trade generally reviving and im 
portantatepsin the developmontof our natnr- 
al resources taken, the construction of the 
Pacific Railway pushed forward with vigor, 
and tho settlement of the North-west large- 
ly aocelerated, are results of the wise and 
patriotic policy of our present rulers, fayor- 
ed as their efforta have been by the ad- 
yentitious aid of an abundant harvest. 

The Province of Ontario has continued 
to advance on tho path of progress, despite 
a very large emigration, principally of the 
agricultural classes, to Manitoba and tho 
North-West. The great lumber industry, 
so long depressed, has taken a decided turn 
for the better, and itis to be hoped that 
this change will endure for a long time. A 
general election for the Legislature took 
place during the year, and very unexpect- 
edly resulted in increasing the majority of 
our present rulers. That they may prove 
more economical in the fature than in the 
past is very much to be desired. 

An event of much moment in the his- 
tory of our city is tho completion and 
opening for traflic of the Bulleville and 
North Hastings Railway throughout and 
ofthe Grand Junction to Hastings, thus 
opening up to our merchants by the lattor 
line a fine section of country which had 
hitherto been tributary to Cobourg, Peter. 
horough ‘and other places. Our railroad in- 
teresta wear the most promising aspect now 
that they have done for yoars past, as the 
coinplotion of’ the Grand Junction to a 
connection with the Midland at Omemee 
scorns ansured for 1880, The benefit of 
Belloyille being thus placed on a through 
ling-—and that tho shortest practicable—to

VIEWED. 


ENTERTAINMENT AT MADOC. 


Speeches of Hon. Messrs. Tilley, 
Tupper and Bowell. 


Scenes and Incidents of the Trip, 


OFF FOR HASTINGS AND TRENTON. 

The inspection of the m»nufactories in 
Belleville occupying sbout an hour, it was 
after nine o'clock before tho train left the 
Grand Trunk Station for Madoc, About 
one hundred and thirty persons comprised 
the party, among whom were Mayor Rob- 
ertson, Senator Read, Dr. Boulter, M.P.P., 
Thos. Wills, C, L. Coleman, Thos. Kelso, 
Geo. E, Henderson, Aldermen Dickson, 
Robertson, Farley, MeIninch and Patter- 
son, Jno, Brenton, J. J. B. Flint, Dr. W. 
J. Palmer, OC. J. Starling, Hector Cameron, 
M.P., E. O. Bickford, Jas. Brown, M.P., 
Mr. Keeler, M.P., and many other of the 
leading men of the country. Letters were 
received from E. W. Rathbun, Esq., Mill 
Point, and from N.S. Appleby, M.P.P., 
regretting their inability to accompany the 
distinguished guests in their visit to the 
mineral industries in Madoo and Marmora. 

Arriving at Madoc station at 10:05, a 
number of the leading citizens of the village 
and surrounding country got on board, 
among whom were A. F. Wood, Esq., T. 
P. Pearce, Warden of the County ; B. 
Ross, M. Empey, S. D. Ross, R. 'U. Gray, 
J. T. Breeze and others, and in five minutes 
more the train wason its way tothe mines. Ow- 
ing tosomo misunderstanding the train pass- 
edtheSeymourmine and did not stop until it 
reachod the depot of the Coe and Mitchell 
mine. Here the party disembarked and 
took sleighs for the ming, about half a mile 
distant. There were some thirty cuttersand 
sleighs, so that ample accommodation was 
provided for all. Preparations had been 
made for a couple of blasts, and after a few 
minutes inspection of the mine avd the 
surroundings, the blasts were sent off. 
According to an estimate of a practical man 
ono of the blasts would probably yield 180 
tons, while the other loosened over 200 
tons. 

A brief stop was made in examining the 
results of the blast, when the party ngain 
took sleighs for the train with, the inten- 
tion of returning to tho Seymour mine, 
abont a mile down the track towards 
Madoc. But here an unexpected delay 
occurred, in consequence of the engineer 
having misunderstood orders, for when the 
party reached the railway no train was 
visible. Howeyer, it was determined to 
make the best of abad bargain, and tho 
sleighs again came into use, and after a 
little native Anglo Saxon grumbling, the 
party proceeded to the Seymour mine, 
where as soon as the party had arrived, a 
blast was sent off. A few moments were 
spent in the inspection of the mine and its 
surroundings, tho distinguished guests avi, 
dently taking a great interest in tho de- 
velopment of the iron industries. As tho 
time at the disposal of the party was short, 
in a few moments more the company had 
again embarked in sleighs and were on 
their way to Malone, where it was proposed 
to take a lunch, but here another un- 
fortunate hitch occurred in tho arrange. 
monts, the lunch having been sent 
forward to the Gatling mine. How- 
ever, after a few moments spent in 
examining the  Feigel mine mill, 
undertho direction of D.vid Stewart, lessee, 
which was then ronning, another start 
was mado, and in an hour after the famous 
Gatling mine was reached, Here lunch 
was already on tho table, ander the supor- 
intendence of a staff of employees from tho 
Dafoe House, and, we need hardly say, 
full juatice was done to it. Gen. Tuttle,the 
Managing Director of the Gatling mine, 
received the party, and conducted them to 
different points of interest in the vicinity. 
Mr. Dickson, President of the Gatling 
mine, showed the Ministers various speci- 
mens of the ores, and explained at consid- 
erable length the position of the mine, the 
quality of the ore, and the prospects of the 
future. A very pleasant hour was spent 
here, Sir Leonard Tilley and Sir Charles 
Tupper taking a mont careful interest in 
what thoy saw, and making a minute and

The value and quality of gold will speak 
for itself, but Iam safe in assuring you that 
the class and quality of iron ore produced in 
this region is not excelled in any part of this 
continent, ‘That capitalists are eagerly sock- 
ing investments whenever opportunity offers, 
and the iron mastera of the United States are 
asking contracts for our ore far beyond our 
means at present to supply, aud are offerini 
prices that but a year ago would have seemed 
fabulous. 

Tn the two iron mines visited to-day you 
have the two kinds of ore produced in this 
region, ‘The ‘Seymour’ being a rich magnet- 
ic ‘‘Bessemer” ore with arich percentage of 
iron of 70 28-100, The ‘Wallbridge” being 
a red Hematitic very rich and valuable, 
Then in iwmediate proximity is the ‘‘Duffer- 
in,” an iron mine of wonderful richness and 
extent, and close by are the ‘‘Nelson,” the 
“A bson,” the ‘‘Thompson,"” the ‘*Moore,” 
the ‘‘Cameron,” the ‘‘sixsmith,” and many 
others of equal richness and value, And 
within « radiua of a fow miles are gold mines 
of supposed great value, The ‘Feigel” and 
“Dale” mines, visited to-day give you some 
idea of the character of our gold mines and 
the quality of ore produced and the success 
attending the crushing in the mills attached 
to these mines, Close by are the “Gatling” 
and the ** Dean & Williams” and to the east 
of the road travelled to-day is the famous 
“Richardson,” noted forits wonderfal ‘‘pock- 
ots" which, however, arenow rather empty, 
but practical miners believe that capital prop- 
erly applied would soon reveal treasures in 
that mine ot the richness of which “ not the 
half has been told us,” 

But while the value of our mines is being 
developed toa certain extent, what we most 
need is such encouragement to capitalists as 
will induce the smelting of these valuable 
iron ores in our own country, 

‘The policy of the members of the present 
Government of the Dominion in visiting the 
different sections of our great country and 
becoming personally acquainted with its re- 
sources and requirements is one that com: 
mends itself to every thinking citizen of the 
Deminion, and we aro led to hope that what 
you have seen to-day may induce to some 
legislative action that will bring abouta larger 
and more completed developement of our ores 
and their manufacture on Canadian territory. 
At the present moment the people of North 
Hastings are watching with much interest tho 
probable prospects of the Murray Canal, for 
by that route when constructed will we hope 
to supply the demand of tho west for our iron 
ores, which they must have from this section 
or from Lake Superior, and by the opening up 
of this water way we can command the mar- 
ket as against all opposition, and wo are also 
of the impresssion that tho time is not far 
distant, if it is not almost at hand, when the 
grain laden vessels of tho great weat will 
deliver near our doors as return cargoes coals 
from the east, with which by timely legusla- 
tion we may hope to see two important in- 
torests, the iron and coal of Canad2, fostered 
and become here, as it has in Great Britain, 
tho foundation of the nation’s wealth. 

In conclusion we would say that while wo 
have not the unbroken prairies of the west 
lately yisited by the Miniater of Customs, nor 
the fertile country of Western Ontario, visited

West Hastings Election Case, 


JUDGMENT, 


Tho following is tho judgment of tho 
Court in tho West Hastings Election case, 
which was triod before Chiof Justice Moss 
and Justice Galt, tho latter of whom do- 
livered the judgmont: 

Tho potition in this caso containa tho usual 
charges of corrupt practices by the respondent 
himaolf and by his agents, The majority was 
337. There was no proof of corrupt acta on 
tho part of respondont himself, but there was 
oonvinoing and admittel proof of bribery by 
at least two porsons, namoly, Sarsfield and 
Johuston, who were his agents, Mr. Cameron, 
connsel for respondent, candidly admitting 
ho could not deny the agency of the former, 
and th» respondent, in his evidenoo, atating, 
**Tasked Mr, Johneton to do what he could 
for me," I shall have occasion to refer moro 
at length to the evidence hereafter, but for 

tho presont it is suffisient to say the rosult 
this petition depends upon the conatractio 
to be placed upon tho 159th soo, of chap. 
Prov. stat, Ont, That nection is: “To p 
vont the expense and trouble ot now elections 
when unnecessary and useless; in caso of a 
eorrupt actor acts being committed by an 
agent, without the knewledgo and consent of 
the candidate, if the corrupt act or acts was 
or were of such trifling nature, or was or 
'* were of such trifling extent, that tho result 
oannot have been affected, or b» roasonably 
Supposed to haye been affected, by such 
act or acts, either alone or in covnection 
with other illegal practices of the elec- 
tion, such corrupt act or acts shall pot 
avoid the election.””

It was 
also strongly urged by Mr. Kerr that thoro 
was a contravention of this provision on two 
other occasions, or perhaps threo, namely, 
Ono or perhaps two at tho hotel kept by Sars.
